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THE MILITARY SITUATION. 


At last we have a military situation defined distinct 
and satisfactéry. Gen, Shafter’s army, after vexatious 
delays, left Tampa June 14, and after a slow voyage, 
rendered necessary by the sluggish sailing of some of 
the transports, arrived off Santiago June 20th. This 
fleet of thirt~-seven transports conveying the 16,000 men 
comprising the Army, with the fourteen escorting war- 
ships, is, we believe, the largest single expedition dis- 
patched by any power since the Crimean War. No 
Spanish vessels were met en route, and as Adml. Cam- 
ara is still reported as being in the vicinity of Cadiz, it 
is not probable that any interference may be expected 
unless Cervera takes it into his head to make a dash 
out of Santiago Bay. It is not impossible that he may 
yet spring some surprise of that character. Indeed, it 
is not unlikely, as Adm]. Sampson reports that the sink- 
ing of the Merrimac has not closed the entrance to the 
harbor of Santiago. 

Gen, Shafter and Adml. Sampson, undoubtedly recog- 
nizing the possibility of an attempted’ coup, have 
hastened to land the troops. The disembarkation was 
effected almost immediately after the arrival of the 
transports at Baiquiri, Juragua Bay, and the Bay of 
Baconao. These points are at distances ranging between 
twelve and seventeen miles east of Santiago. We pub- 
lish here a map of the locality and refer to a more ex- 
tended one, which includes Aserradero on the west and 
Guantanamo on the east, which appeared in our issue 
of June 11th, p. 808. This latter covers all the possible 
field. At Aserradero, twenty-two miles west of San- 
tiago, are the forces of Garcia and Rabbi, reported as 
about 4,000, and at Guantanamo are the marines and 
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north coast of Cuba from which to supply the reconcen- 
tradoes and Gomez’s army. dt is to be hoped that it will 
not be done. 

The Spanish forces between Matanzas and Cardenas 
are said to be 16,000, and any force landed would have 
to be a considerable one. The sooner we defeat the main 
force of the enemy the sooner we can carry out our 
philanthropic ideas. So far our operations in Cuba pro- 
gress most favorably. 

The map which we ‘here publish will give q good 
idea of the port of Baiquiri, where the landing of Gen. 
Shafter’s Army was effected. This little mining town 
is about sixteen miles east of »antiago, at the head of a 
small bay, and has a strongly built pier extending out 
500 feet, constructed by the American Iron Company for 
their ore ships to load their heavy freight. The bay is 
deep and vessels of 22 feet draught can readily unload 
at this iron pier. The length and unusual strength of 
this structure gave it special adaptation to the work of 
landing not only the troops, but more especially the field 
artillery, siege guns and mortars. Rising back of the 
bay are extensive highlands swarming with Gen. Gar- 
cia’s troops, who doubtless have contributed their full 
share to the remarkable success which has attended the 
landing of our troops. Ploya del Este, where Col. Allen 
has established a cable station in direct communication 
with Washington, is ten miles east of Baiquiri. A direct 
road runs from the harbor not far from the coast to the 
city of Santiago. A railroad also starts a few miles 
west of the port and runs to the mouth of Santiago 
harbor. Altogether, the landing place seems to have 


been admirably chosen, and the success so far vindicates 
the wisdom of those who made the selection.

an irregular force of Cubans, reported at 1,000 and more 
by Adml, Sampson. 

It was assumed that the landing would be made at 
Guantanamo, about fifty miles east of Santiago, as we 
had landed the marines there and the bay would afford 
a safe point for disembarkation, but the matter un- 
doubtedly based itself upon future strategic and tactical 
conditions, better known to Gen. Shafter and Adml. 
Sampson, The landing was effected without loss, and 
from what we can learn was not only successful in itself, 
but a demonstration of the ability of our officers, 

The positions taken are good—good roads lead to San- 
tiago, over which artillery and trains will have little 
difficulty in marching. 

It will probably take some few days to straighten 
things out, so that we may not expect any very im- 
portant news for a time. The Spanish forces at and 
about Santiago are variously reported at from 15,000 to 
30,000. Blanco has been hurrying reinforcements from 
Havana and elsewhere under Gen, Pando. Garcia pro- 
poses to delay or interfere with Pando’s movements. 
Stili the number of men now available at Santiago make 
it necessary for Gen. Shafter to exercise caution, and 
there is not likely to be any decisive action unless Adml. 
Sampson attempts to carry out an intention attributed 
to him and, forcing the bay of Santiago, comes to con- 
clusions with Cervera. 

In the meantime the Government appreciates the pos- 
sibilities. The best equipped and drilled troops at Alger 
and Chickamauga are being hastened forward to rein- 
force Gen, Shafter, while others are being organized into 
brigades and divisions for a possible expedition to Porto 
Rico. Any immediate effort against Havana seems to 
be abandoned, though there is a current report that a 
new expedition will be organized to secure a base on the 


Surgidero, an anchorage; Ensa: Ensenada and Cala, bay or creek; 


Playa, beach; Punta, point. 

Our marines at Guantanamo have been let religiously 
alcne. Reports from that vicinity show that the Span- 
iards lost heavily in the recent engagements. Adml. 
Sampson confirms the reports of the active and valuable 
aid given to the marines by the Cubans, who seem to 
have lost heavily. Thirty of their wounded were sent 
ou board the hospital ship Solace. 

Passing now to the Philippines, Gen, 
tingent is supposed to have arrived at Manila, Gen. 
Greene’s is already on the way, and the third, under 
the immediate command of Gen. King, will leave June 
24. Gen. Merritt will probably accompany this last 
contingent. All of the troops comprising the Philippine 
Army have been constituted the 8th Corps, of which 
Gen. Merritt will be the active commander until his 
more enlarged duty as Governor of the Philippines com- 
pels him to delegate the trust to Gen. Otis. 

A fourth fleet of transports is now being made ready. 
Elsewhere in this number will be found full details of 
the movements of our troops and ships.

BOMBARDMENTS. 


During the existence of the present war our naval ves- 
sels, singly and in numbers, have indulged in various 
bombardments, We read of the enormous damage done, 
the terror created, the forts reduced to a condition of 
innocuous desuetude and the impending capture of every 
place thus treated. So far the places remain in the 
hands of the foe, the Spanish flag bobs up serenely and 
the disastrous results of all of the work proves to be a 
mere rhetorical expression available for extras, but of 
no use for official reports, which are expected to be 
serenely truthful. It does not appear that the bombard- 
ment of Porto Rico seriously disturbed the Spanish 


serenity, and Cervera’s fleet in Santiago harbor swings 
at its anchors oblivious to the destructive experiences jt 
has been reported to have undergone. 

This is simply a reproduction of what has occurred jy 
all previous bombardments, where the fire has been 
based on assumptions of an enemy’s position and not 
absolute certainty. The mere fact of a shell exploding 
does not indicate that the explosion has been disastrous, 
Without pretending to compare the effects of modern 
artillery practice with that of thirty years ago it is 
fact that men accommodate themselves to bombard- 
ments, and after the first terrors of them are over take 
them as a matter of course. 

If we should trust the newspaper reports, our fire, so 
far, has so completely pulverized the Spanish defences 
that all is over but the shouting. When the results are 
not matters of supposition, but of fact, it will be time 
enough to talk. So far bombardments have not been 
marked successes, but rather expensive luxuries. Still, 
there is this to’ be said about them. They measurably 
prevent the erection of new works, and possibly will 
lighten the labor in subsequent attacks, and they open 
the way for the landing of Army expeditions. They have 
their uses in creating a moral effect, but the more there 
are of them the less pronounced the effect is, and lastly, 
they are valuable as practice, and keep our sailors from 
rusting in the inglorious ease of blockading. Concern- 
ing this subject a correspondent who is as competent to 
express an opinion as any one we know, writes as fol- 
lows: 

The progress of the war thus far has clearly defined 
one of the limitations of naval forces, or, more elegantly 
expressed, of “sea power,” namely, the inability to re- 
duce land fortificatiuns, even when their armament is 
mucn inferior. It has been demonstrated that nv ships, 
armored or unarmeorea, can venture within the range of 
the guns of land batteries without imminent risk of de- 
struction; and that the damage inflicted on such bat- 
teries by the best and largest guns mounted on vessels, 
is so trifling as scarcely to be worth consideration. 
Adml. Sampson might as well have directed his mag- 
nificent guns against the moon as against the fortifica 
tions of Porto Rico, and of Santiago, although these for- 
tifications are defended by very inferior artillery, and 
probably, by very inadequate garrisons. The plain fact 
is that the fine guns of our fleet have a range of from 
one and a half to two miles greater than the antiquated 
guns of the Spanish forts. The ships are thus enabled 
to bombard the forts from a safe distance, without dan- 
ger to themselves or injury to the forts; the fleet keep- 
ing outside the range of the guns of the forts. This, 
however. places the vessels at such a distance as to make 
their fire ineffective; there can be no aiming, and the 
force of the shot is spent when it arrives. 

The objects of attack are the guns, not the masonry, 
of the fort, and unless they are destroyed nothing is ac- 
complished. Until they are smashed, the fort is not 
silenced. Except as artillery exercises of an exceed- 
ingly expensive kind, the naval bombardments that have 
been made were entirely useless. When the Spanish 
gunners, after firing a few shots and finding they fell 
short, the ships being beyond their range, ceased to 
waste their ammunition, of which doubtless they have 
none to spare, the forts were imagined to have been 
“silenced.” If that were the case, why not steam in and 
take possession of the place? No! The range of the 
Spanish guns formed an impassable cordon. From « 
cold-blooded and strictly professional point of view, it is 
to be regretted that our heavily armored battleships, of 
which we have a sufficient number for the purpose, have 
not been collected in front of Santiago, and a bold das) 
made with them to force the passage into the harbor 
under the fire of the forts and then to destroy Cervera’s 
vessels. This would test the value and utility of ar- 
mored ships in a very important particular. It is hoped. 
professionally, that the war will not end without a com- 
plete experimental solution of some of the more difficult 
problems of naval design, particularly in regard to the 
importance of armor, both for attacking land batteries, 
and for naval fights in the open sea between otherwise 
equally matched vessels. 

The opportunity still exists at Santiago, for the sunk- 
en Merrimac does not, and cannot, bar the way. The 
only effect of such an obstruction is to deflect the chan- 
nel a little from what it was; but the channel itself will 
remain as broad and as deep as ever as long as the tide 
sweeps into and out of the harbor. The current will 
quickly excavate a new channel exactly equal to the old; 
the same cause will continue to produce precisely the 
same effect. Similar attempts at barricading harbors 
have been made before and have as similarly failed. 
Though gallantly done, the labor is lost, and we have 
simply sacrificed a valuable vessel loaded with, perhaps, 
still more valuable coal, without gaining any practical 
result. 

When one of the bolts of a first class modern gun 
strikes a fort, it dislodges some of the masonry, raises ® 
cloud of dust, possibly kills a few men, but the fort 
does not sink; it remains as formidable as ever. But 
when such a bolt strikes a ship properly, the ship sinks 
with all on board; it vanishes totally and forever. After 
all the mansonry walls and parapets of a fort have been 
pulverized, its guns remain as effective as before. To 
put them hors de combat they must be hit, a very difl- 
cult mark, at a distance of several miles and from the 
deck of an unsteady ship, and when one gun is dis- 

mounted it can be replaced by another. The masonry of 
a fort is mainly of value to defend it from assaults by 
land, The conditions of a contest between ships and 
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forts are too unequal, and there should be no expecta- 
tion of fortified harbors being captured by ships. If the 
guns of the fort were equal in quality to the guns of the 
ships, the latter could not possibly approach near enough 
to raise even an insignificant cloud of dust. 

Particularly against elevated fortifications defending 
narrow entrances to harbors, the efforts of ships will be 
merely nugatory. The public must remember these facts 
and not expect the Navy to do what cannot possibly be 
done. But the Navy ammunition might as well be 
spared, although by so doing it will certainly make less 
noise in the world. 
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SPANISH-AMERICAN FEELING. 


The extent to which sympathy in war is determined by 
race is shown by the cordial good will displayed toward 
us just now by England and her colonies and by the 
indication of the opposite feeling that comes from Span- 
ish-American countries. A correspondent of the Buenos 
Ayres “Standard,” writing April 23, says: “In perusing 
the different newspapers of this country, what particu- 
larly strikes me is the seemingly sympathetic feeling 
displayed for Spain in the present war by the entire 
South American countries. Every one of the South 
American Republics owes its independence from Spain 
to the material assistance and moral support of the 
United States, and in none is there any desire to get 
back to the thraldom of Spain; yet now when Cuba is 
in the same position as that in which they found them- 
selves in the first decades of the present century, so far 
from sympathizing with Cuba, they are almost unani- 
mously in favor of Spain. Some even go further and talk 
of raising funds by popular subscription for purchasing 
a warship to present to the ‘Mother Country.’ However, 
this anti-American feeling is a matter of slight conse- 
quence so far as concerns the United States, and is more 
than offset by the hot sentiment in their favor which 
prevails among the many Cubans who have found a 
refuge in the Great Republic.” It is to be remembered, 
however, that of the population of Buenos Ayres 100,- 
000, or one-seventh, are Spaniards. They are the most 
enthusiastic of partisans and are contributing liberally 
to the Spanish cause in money and tender of service. 
In answer to a statement by Mr. Charles R. Flint that 
Chili and the Argentine Republic have the warmest ad- 
miration for the United States and would be willing to 
sell us warships in consequence, the Buenos Ayres “Her- 
ald” says: “Mr. Flint is mistaken. Neither Chili nor 
Argentina has any such feeling toward the United 
States as would induce them to think of any such thing 
for a moment.” The sympathies of these two countries 
are with Latin Europe, whose ideas they inherit and 
whose customs they follow. The Spanish subscription 
in Argentina amounted on the 1st of May to $400,000, 
in addition to a previous subscription of $1,400,000 for 
the cruiser La Plata, now building in France. An indi- 
cation of the feeling in this community toward the 
United States is found in the following elegant extract 
from the “Corres-Espanol:” ‘Washington, abril 22.—El 
Sr. Walthall, Senador por el Estado de Mississipi, ha fen- 
aier tarde en esta capital. Un cerdo menos.” (One hog 
k ss!) 





The Government of the United States is just now en- 
gaged in redesigning guns of all calibers, from 4-inch up 
to 18-inch, with a view to increasing their power. The 
idea is to keep in the front rank of nations, a position 
which we have held for some years past. Every gun is to 
be made with greater length of bore and greater chamber 
capacity—that is, powder capacity. This change is a 
natural development, and while not due primarily to the 
present war, is one of the consequences of it. All the 
big guns built hereafter will be designed to admit of 
higher pressures than heretofore, in order to attain high- 
er velocities. This change means that a 6-inch gun be- 
comes almost as good as an S inch gun. In other words, 
a 100-pound projectile which ordinarily was given a 
velocity of 2,000 feet, will now travel at the rate of 
3,000 feet a second, thus increasing the energy of the 
gun fully a third. The velocity of all projectiles fired by 
the latest design of guns will be increased very much. 
Recent tests made by the Government at the Proving 
Ground developed the fact that a 100-ID projectile fired 
from a .40 caliber 6-inch gun with smokeless powder 
obtained a velocity of 2,600 feet per second. A mere 
change of powder brought about this result, as the old 
gun only could send a shot at the rate of 2,200. The 
Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy Department hopes to 
break even these records in the near future. The sig- 
nificance of these changes in the velocity of projectiles 
will be all the more apparent when it is stated that one 
of the big 13-inch guns will carry full fifteen miles its 
half-ton of energized destruction. The point to bear in 
mind is that the change, or improvement, in the guns 
is not so much in carrying quality as in the development 
of crushing energy. It will be next to impossible for any 
armor or fort to stand the shock of one of these bat- 
teries of big guns at close range. Of course, ships can- 
not fire as far as forts. Seventeen degrees is about the 
naximum elevation that a gun is given on board a bat- 
\leship. A turret would have to be cut to pieces to get 
\ny greater elevation.

ville and Due d’Orleans, but it remains for the lucky 
ones, to-day, to courteously mingle and jostle with “our” 
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Generals and foreign nobles with that democratic free- 
dom incidental only to the land of “Old Glory,” as if 
they, too, were of the people, and which, in fact, they 
are, for the Count Goetzen in the snow-white uniform 
of Germany; Maj. G. Shiba, of Tokio, in the uniform of 
Japan; Capt. Paget, of H. M. N.; Gen. Thalow, Med. 
Dir. of Norway’s army and navy; Karl Rudberg, Staff 
Surg. Royal Swedish navy; Comdr, Dahlgren, Naval At- 
taché to the Legation of Sweden and Norway, each mod- 
estly wearing the uniform of the faraway countries; 
Capt. Lee, Royal Art., Military Attaché; Capts. A. Web- 
ster and Abaidyaurd, Attachés to the King of Sweden 
and Norway; Col. Yermoloff, of the Russian army, and 
other representatives of foreign powers arriving on each 
train, ever affable, always alert in studying the Ameri- 
ean character. Each of these officers asserts that 
the Regular Army, officers and enlisted men, is not be- 
yond their ideas of what the Army really is, for this 
country can surprise the world with its possibilities. 

While cautious in expression, there is surprise shown 
at the soldierly freedom in the dining hall and rotunda 
of the Tampa Bay Hotel, where all do gather, the civil- 
ian and soldier (not enlisted Regular, however). A Gen- 
eral, a count, two rough riders, an officer sans coat and 
vest, and a coatless Volunteer private occupy places at 
one table; at another a Sergeant of the 2d Mass. Vols. 
sits with his beautiful young wife, who, with her French 
maid, has awaited his coming. Here, too, the meek Mrs. 
Regular Subaltern shares the table with the stately 
Madam Maj. Rough Rider, the timid young Capt. Have- 
a-Pull, the booted and spurred Ouban, Col. Kinkyhair 
and a—correspondent. They, too, are not forgotten, as 
the Army at “Home Posts” are making up and sending 
boxes of delicacies to “Ours” in the field. At Fort Doug- 
las a bevy of thoughtful women are collecting money for 
articles of comfort to send “There’n.” 





In a speech favoring the acquisition of the Sandwich 
Islands, Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, who is a stu- 
dent of naval history, said: “I was beginning to speak 
of the Asiatic squadron. At the end of April that squad- 
ron was sent with orders to capture and destroy the 
Spanish fleet. How that order was obeyed the world 
knows. Adml. Dewey descended on Manila and swept 
the Spanish fleet out of existence. As brilliant in con- 
ception as Aboukir and even more complete in its execu- 
tion and results, that victory is one of the great naval 
actions of the century. We have to go back as far as 
Trafalgar to find one equally perfect in execution, more 
vast in its results. There he was sent by the orders of 
the President to make this attack; a wise attack, Mr. 
President, for it is not alone necessary in war to defend; 
it is also necessary, if we would have peace, to attack. 
The attack on Spain's most valuable possession was the 
quickest: road to a victorious peace. There, then, was the 
American Admiral, with his victoricus fleet, and Manila 
helpless under his guns. It is all important to support 
him. If, Mr. President, anything should befall Adml. 
Dewey, if any adverse fortune should come to him and 
to his fleet after their great victory, the American peo- 
ple would never forgive the Administration or the Con- 
gress under whom it happened. They would feel as the 
English people felt after the death of Gordon, because nu 
relief came to him at Khartoum. The President of the 
United States has sent a warship, the Charleston, to Ma- 
nila. He has sent 2,500 men. Seven thousand more are 
even now getting ready. They will go in a few days. 
They will be followed by the great armored ship, the 
Monterey. One of the best of American Generals has 
been appointed to command. All these things are wise, 
prudent, and pave the way to peace, triumphant peace, 
for the United States.” 


The valuable article on “Fatigue of Metal in Wrought 
Iron and Steel Forgings,” contributed to the “Journal” 
of the Franklin Institute by Mr. H. J. J. Porter, of the 
Bethlehem Iron Company, has been reprinted from the 
advance sheets of the “Journal” in pamphlet form. Mr. 
Porter shows the folly of the prejudice that prevents 
the universal adoption of steel for forgings in preference 
to wrought iron. This is due to steel forgings turned out 
by those who have an inadequate understanding of the 
necessary processes. Notwithstanding this, manufactur- 
ers are beginning to learn the superiority of steel forg- 
ings and that wrought iron is becoming less and less re- 
liable. In connection with his argument in favor of steel 
forgings, Mr. Porter gives an interesting description of 
what constitutes fatigue of metals and also of the proc- 
esses of forging pursued at the Bethlehem works, illus- 
trated with 31 photo-engravings. In the discussion 
which followed the reading of Mr. Porter’s paper, Mr. 
A. E. Outerbridge, Jr., said: “In conclusion, Mr. Presi- 
dent, I wish to add that the paper of Mr. Porter is ohe 
of rare interest and importance, and to express my indi- 
vidual appreciation of its value. Although another en- 
gagement presses upon me this evening, I have felt 
unwilling to lose a word of it, and I think, Mr. Presi- 
dent, that a special vote of thanks to Mr. Porter should 
be recorded upon our minutes, and I, therefore, make a 
motion to that effect.” Mr. Outerbridge’s motion was 
numerously seconded, and unanimously adopted. The 
president thereupon formally presented the thanks of 
the section to the lecturer.

Lemcke & Buechner, New York, have for sale a vol- 
ume published by G. Freytag & Berndt Wien, entitled 
“Die Zahl im Kriege.” It is a graphic presentation by 
Otto Berndt, k. u. k., in Gennestabs-Corps, of statistics 
and dates concerning modern wars. A series of squares, 
each bearing the number of a year of the present century 
and left white or printed in red, show the number -of 
years each European State has been occupied in war or 








devoted to peace. By similar series of graphic designs 
the military history of the century is illustrated, the rel- 
ative strength of the contending forces in different bat- 
tles is shown and much similar valuable information is 
presented, such as the organization and strength of the 
European armies, in a way to impress the imagination 
and fix itself in the memory. It is a work showing much 
painstaking industry, and this little volume,of 162 pages 
contains a whole encyclopedia of war information. In 
no other volume that we know of is so much useful in- 
formation of this sort given in so small a compass, Dur- 
ing the ninety-six years included in this estimate Spain 
has had more years of war (31) than any other Buro- 
pean country, except Turkey, which in the same time has 
had 37 years. This does not include Spain’s wars with 
her colonies. She has had during the nineteenth cen- 
tury two wars with England, two with Portugal, two 
with France, three with Prussia and the two Carlist 
wars extending over periods of eight and nine years. 
England has had 21 years of war and 75 of peace; 
Prussia, 12 years of war; France, 27; Russia in the 96 
years mentioned, has had 72 years of peace.

Carl Gerold’s Sohn, Vienna, publishes “Biektrotech- 
nischer Unterricht und Anleitung zum Betriebe elektri- 
scher Anlagen insbesondere auf Kriegsschiffen. Lehr- 
buch fiir Unteroffiziere von M. Burstyn k. und k. Ma- 
rine-Elektro-Oberingenieur II. Auflage. Mit 252 Text- 
figuren.” The idea of getting up a simple electrical hand- 
book, especially for Navy non-commissioned electricians, 
is a good one, and somebody in our own service ought to 
do it. The present work will be useful in showing ex- 
actly the sort of thing which is not wanted. Anyone 
competent to understand the descriptions of complicated 
electrical apparatus which take up about half its bulk, 
doesn’t need the kindergarten information which takes 
up the other half; and anyone requiring the latter will 
not comprehend the former. It is not necessary to try 
to jam the whole science into every little special treatise; 
but nothing seems more hopeless than to make electrical 
text-book writers see this. Furthermore, a riot of for- 
mule—dear as it always is to the Teutonic mind—is of 
no use whatever to the practical dynamo-tending elec- 
trician. No doubt he is able enough to grapple with 
them, but he won’t; for the all-sufficient reason that he 
does not think that he is paid to do it, and he is right. 
This book may have some particular utilities for the 
German navy, but it is distinctly not worth translating.

“It was a great mistake that our marines at Guanta- 
namo were not provided with improved machine guns;” 
said a veteran expert. “The Spaniards would have nut 
been so prompt and eager in all-night attacks upon the 
American camp if our men had been given the proper 
weapons. The truth is Congress has a great load to 
carry, in view of the poor condition of our Army, espe- 
cially as regards equipment. ‘ihe Spaniards are provid- 
ed with Mauser-Mannlicher guns and smokeless powder, 
and thus have a much better chance to harrass our 
troops than they otherwise would. Why, some of our 
poor fellows have to content themselves with ordinary 
rifles and common brown powder. I understand that 
fifteen Gatling guns are now on the way to Santiago, 
and as many more have been sent to the Philippines, 
Just think how nice it would be for our boys to have a 
gun firing one thousand shots a minute! The Spaniards 
would soon fall back under such conditions.” In this 
connection it may be stated that about fifty Gatling 
guns are now being manufactured at Hartford for the 
Government, twenty of which have already been deliv- 
ered, 





Maj. Gen. Miles is quoted as answering the quertion, 
“Does military service make a man better fitted for the 
duties of civil life than he would have been without it?” 
“Beyond all question. It teaches him to concentrate his 
mind on what he is doing. He carries with him into 
business and professional life the idea that there is a 
right way to do a thing, and that that is always the best 
way to do it. It does not make the citizen less original, 
but it makes him quicker in his actions, more decisive 
in his speech. It polishes him as nothing else on earth 
could possibly do. The German government takes the 
raw citizen and makes of him a man with not only a mil- 
itary but a social training. It makes him bathe. It 
makes him comb and brush his hair. It teaches him to 
keep his clothing clean. It requires a certain amount 
of athletic exercise, and improves his physical condition. 
It requires him to walk erect. But, above all, it teaches 
him discipline. The German system makes men—it does 
more, it makes gentlemen. It makes good citizens, with 
respect for authority.” 








There seems to be no end of contractors at the War 
and Navy Departments these days. It is a veritable case 
of contractors to the right, contractors to the left, con- 
tractcre in front—in fact, contractors everywhere. The 
bureau chiefs say that they are completely exhausted 
over the importunities of these people, whose efforts 
are more or less supplemented by politicians of al) shades 
and degrees. If you go into the Secretary of War’s of- 
fice, you may see lawyers, contractors—yes, even Almer 
McKinley himself, who is said to “numbered among the 
transgressors.” 

One bureau chief said: “I am completely out of 
patience. You have no idea how these people crowd 
upow us and take up our time by their importunities. 
Every broken-down politician seems to be engaged in 
furthering the schemes of concerns that have supplies 
to sell the Government.” 
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INVENTION RUN WILD. 


The old ditty says “if wishes were fishes we'd have 
some fried,” and if the suggestions of inventors could be 
similarly utilized by the Government this cruel war 
would soon be over. A man from South Carolina pro- 
poses to hurl thunderbolts at the Spanish fleet and de- 
stroy it by manufactured lightning of tremendous volt- 
age, conducting the electricity to the Spanish armada by 
means of searchlights, An Ohio inventor proposes to 
beguile the Spaniards by a feigned retreat and then 
shock them to death by wires carried by our soldiers and 
connected with dynamos in the rear. A second inventor 
from Ohio has a scheme of putting one cannon inside 
of another, and inside of this second cannon an ex- 
plosive shell, In this way he hopes to send hot shot for 
a hundred miles. By this arrangement he says the Gov- 
ernment can bombard Havana from Key West. 

A Hoosier genius proposes to take fire engines to Cuba 
and squirt down the walls of Havana forts, ‘his 
gigantic suggestion was sufficiently beguiling to fool 
Gen. B. F. Butler during our Civil War. Gen. Peter 
S Michie, of the Military Academy, who was then Engi- 
neer on Butler's staff, can give the inventors some 
“points,” and will no doubt do it. We suggest that he be 
offered a half interest in the invention. 

Defence as well as defiance occupies the mind of these 
geniuses, many of whom show an ingenuity and in- 
ventive spirit that are worthy of better results, while 
not a few exhibit an imagination that would put a Jules 
Verne or an Alexandre Dumas to shame. One wishes 
to «disinfect the harbor of Havana by means of elec- 
tricity, and all other places where ships are anchored, so 
as to make the surroundings more salubrious for our 
sailors. Another proposes to run funnel-shaped pipes 
through our men-of-war to conduct the enemy’s shots 
so that they will do no harm. Judging from experience 
thus far the funnels would be wasted, for Spanish gun- 
ners could never hit them. The old idea of using rub- 
ber to stop the impact of projectiles comes up as serenely 
as though it had not long since been assigned to the 
limbo of foolish conceits. ; 

The numerous offers of impregnable armor clothing 
are met with Mr. Lincoln’s suggestion that they be 
tested on the inventor. This always suspends further 
negotiations. We would suggest a similar method of 
dealing with the benevolent recommendations of specifics 
for various diseases, Women seem to take the lead in 
offering these. One female from the frontier of Ohio 
writes to say that if the soldiers would only wear pow- 
dered sulphur in their stockings they would be forever 
free from sickness of any kind. E 

Plans for raising ships on stilts by a jack under the 
bottom so that they can dock themselves are suggested, 
and another, among the few having merit, proposes to 
revolutionize signalling at sea by using an electric light 
to throw magnified letters on a screen. The Govern- 
ment is watching with some interest the developments 
in regard to liquid air, lately announced, Already sug- 
gestions are pouring in that it be used in the furnaces 
of the ships, so that stokers have a chance to keep cool, 
and also in the berths of the hospital ship and the rooms 
of sailors below deck. a 

Patriotic astrologers are furnishing the horoscopes of 
ofticers of the Navy and Army, and evangelists are urg- 
ing that bands of missionaries be sent to Porto Rico, 
the Philippines and Cuba to try Salvation Army methods 
of turning the Spaniard from the error of his ways. If 
some of these worthy gentlemen could be enticed into 
the stoke hole of one of our war vessels under full steam 
they would conclude that they had found a shorter cut 
to Satan’s dominion. ‘Though thou bray a fool in a 
mortar, yet will not his folly depart from him.

If Cuba had roads graded and 
drained, no inconvenience would be experienced, but as 
traveling is done over hills, through marshes, swamps 
and valleys, it is not surprising that wayfarers find dis- 
comfort in churning mud; this is all there is to be feared 
from the “rainy season,” the bugaboo ally of yellow 
jack. i 

Every shower is followed by sunshine. The heated 
hours are in the morning while the hot sun is glaring 
through an intensely moist atmosphere. The hot sun, 
making a maximum temperature of 95 degrees and mini- 
mum of 90 degrees during the wet season, is beneficial, 
as it removes the Gompusee of the previous afternoon. 
Trade winds continually cool the atmosphere, and one 
need not suffer, if judicious. . 

Outside the seaport towns yellow fever is seldom met 
with. With proper hygiene, yellow fever is absolutely 
harmless. Of course, more or less sickness while being 
acclimated is reasonably expected, but not until after 
a season's residence. Malt and spiritous beverages court 
yellow fever’s attentions. The man with chronic gastric 
attacks must not live in the low lands or seaport towns. 
The natives’ preventive is molasses; sick or well, syrup 
is like the Cracker’s grits, always on the table.

LET US HEAR MORE OF THE ARIAL TORPEDO. 


To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

In your issue of the 4th inst, you state what is appar- 
ent truth, that “it is expected that the dynamite cruiser 
Vesuvius will be sent to Santiago to explode the torpe- 
does in the channel there.” 

This appears now, to be a case of “Hobson’s choice,” 
and we must conclude that the operation of clearing will 
now give way to that of closing the channel. 

Now, in reference to this dynamite cruiser, let us add 
a word or two in harmony with your suggestion. 

What work the Vesuvius has done is good. It is well 
understood that her construction has been criticised, in 
this, that her pneumatic tubes are fixed in planes parallel 
to her longitudinal axis and with a constnt or invariable 
angle of elevation (18 degrees). Be this as it may, and 
allowing for the instability of platform as one of the 
chief defects of a mount of this kind for high angle fire, 
still we must ask, why does not this ““Counterminer” and 
a dozen like her, appear at this juncture, to open the 
way into any or all of the Cuban ports? Who can say 
that a skilful gunner should not, from his elevated perch 
in the pilot house of this dynamite cruiser, touch the 
button and open the valve, at the instant of maximum 
rise of the tube, gaiving thereby, the auxiliary eleva- 
tion desired for extreme range. . * 

hat if there is some inaccuracy due to instability 
and other uncertain conditions, have we not acre lots of 
destructible property to fire at, and do we not know that 
an envelope, ranging one, two, and even three, miles, 
filled with a potent charge of high explosive, exceeding, 
say, 500 a in weight, should carry with it into the 
enemy’s lines consternation and dismay. f 

Here, then, we are missing a golden opportunity. It is 
true that the Navy men have persuaded the Army peo- 
ple that the pneumatic tube or gun is best adapted for 

laces of position and defence, and this point has so far 

n recognized that several guns of this type have been 
provided for the defence of New York and San Fran- 
cisco harbors and have realized, as shown by the records 
of official tests, all that has ever been claimed for them. 
The Army men have, however, been unable to persuade 
those of the Navy that the pneumatic gun, owing to its 
comparatively short range and restricted sphere of ac- 
tion as a defensive weapon, should be transported from 
point to point, in search of the enemy, and that its use- 
ful effects as a demoralizer under the latter conditions 
should not be ignored. 

A dozen such craft as the Vesuvius would settle the 
business now before us in short order, the Spanish tor- 
pedo boat and torpedo boat destroyer being relegated to 
a back seat, were we well provided with wrial torpedo 
cruisers of the Vesuvius or other improved type. 

What is needed on shipboard is not so much pneumatic 
tubes with “balance valve” adjustments for range, as 
tubes, so provided that the range shall be obtained by 
elevation as in other guns and the air charge shall be as 
constant (as is the powder charge of other weapons), 
taking at each discharge a whole supply of compressed 


air from the ang reservoir. This was the plan fol- 
omee by Capt. Zalinski when he destroyed the schooner 
illman. 


The valve with its delicate adjustments is a useful 
adjunct for the land defence pneumatic tubes, but let us 
get to work at once on our pneumatic tubes and erial 
torpedo throwers, and build up a type of vessel adapted 
for these weapons which shall revolutionize naval war- 
‘are. 

This is no chimerical scheme and many of us will live 
to see it realized. The mere fact that high explosives 
are now being provided for the charge of shells to be 
projected from gunpowder rifles is no argument against 
the paaaes tube, since we well know that such pro- 
jectiles are in no sense of the word torpedoes, and do 
not effect the purpose of torpedoes, which latter are rec- 
ognized as large, thin envelopes containing charges out 
of all proportion to the weight of envelope, when com- 
pared with the charge of high explosive now being pre- 
pared for rifle projectiles. Then, again, this latter type 
of high explosive carrier has not as yet been proved to 
be entirely safe on shipboard where precautions, such 
as are taken on land, cannot be observed. 

The official records for the so-called pneumatic dyna- 
mite gun show that it ranges 2,000 yards for the full 
caliber 15-inch projectile; 3, yards for the sub-caliber 
10-inch projectile; 4,000 yards for the sub-caliber 8-inch 
—- and 5,000 yards for the sub-caliber 6-inch pro- 
jectile. 

These estimates are approximate, and from stable plat- 
forms; the accuracy for the several ranges is quite re- 
markable. X.

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A NEW STORY OF PAUL JONES. 


During the Revolutionary War and for many years af- 
ter the Moravian town of Bethlehem, Pa., was visited 
by prominent American and French officers; it was a 
favorite place of rest and quiet for them. In the Mo- 
ravian Church diary, under date of Aug. 17, 1783, the 
following interesting item about Capt. David Paul Jones, 
U. S. N., is noted: Capt. Jones and several French of- 
ficers have been spending two months at our village inn. 
They attended the love feast this afternoon and were at- 
tentive listeners. In the evening after the service a very 
unfortunate occurrence took place, at which Capt. Jones 
was of great assistance to us. It was as follows: Two 
unknown men followed a traveler and caught up with 
him just as he was crossing the Lehigh. hey forced 
him to return to the tavern on the other side of the river. 
They not only intimated to the landlord that the traveler 
was a suspicious character, but also soon commenced to 
quarrel with the landlord to whom he had intrusted his 
money for safekeeping. They threatened to kill the 
latter and struck him most unmercilessly and took away 
his letters and papers and would have probably beaten 
him to death had he not coenpes in the darkness, while 
the landlord had crossed the high for help. 

A number of Moravian brethren now appeared, headed 
by Capt. Jones. The former tried by kindness to pacify 
the two men who were in a violent rage, but all to no 
purpose. Capt. Jones now took matters into his own 
hands and commanded them to be quiet or he would 
“clear the deck for action.”” His words worked like a 
charm and the men became tractible. Capt. Jones, with 
a guard, held them as a till dawn, when a jus- 
tice of the peace sent them to the Easton jail to await 
their trial at court. 

During the investigation before the justice held by 
Capt. Jones, it turned out that the name of the traveler 
who had returned to the tavern was Ebenezer Allen. 
He was provided with passports and commissions from 
Congress and Gen. Lincoln and was on his way from 
Philadelphia to the Indian country, west of the Alle- 
ghenies, and the two prisoners were tavern-keepers from 
near Philadelphia. en it appears that Capt. Jones, 
who was accustomed to have his orders obeyed, accom- 
plished what the good, peace-loving Moravians could not 
do by kindness. 





None of the biographies of os Paul Jones haye 
noted the victory he gained on the banks of the peacefy} 
Lehigh, assisting the Moravian brethren. A hero, a na- 
val hero, is always ready under all circumstances to as- 
sist the opp . In the afternoon he had mingled his 
voice in hymns and praises at the Moravian Conference, 
at night he, una and almost alone, brought two bruv. 
tal ruffians to terms, and probably preserved the lives of 
the Moravians, unaccustomed to riot.

An appeal has been issued by the Women’s Patriotic 
Relief ague, Washington, D. C., Charlotte Smith, 
president, requesting aid in properly equipping and send- 
ing out Army matrons to the regiments in the field.

With all respect to these good wo- 
men, we hope that no encouragement will be given to 
their mistaken efforts at philanthropy. They are on a 
par with those of the fond mother who insisted upon 
going to college with her son and could only be quieted 
by having a telephone connection made between her 
room and that of her son so that she could communicate 
with him at will. It was beautiful as a matter of senti- 
ment, but it put an awful strain upon the natural af- 
fections of the much harassed youth.

The clause in the Volunteer Army bill allowing State 
troops or Militia to be incorporated into the general! ser- 
vice under their respective State laws, is full of mischief, 
and a bill has been introduced to amend it. Various 
States have extra officers not allowed under the United 
States law and an undue proportion of officers to 
troops. The question whether these extra officers can 
draw pay has been referred to the Comptroller. Con- 
gressman Hull says that the intention of both measures 
was to recognize the State laws in the present Volunteer 
organization. The direct effect of this is to have a Vol- 
unteer Army so multi-organized as to be based on forty- 
six laws, one for each State and another for the United 
States. Recently laws have been hurriedly enacted in 
some of the States adding to the number of officers. The 
State authorities have been advised by the War Depart- 
ment that no change in organization or in the number of 
officers would be permitted after the date of the enact- 
ment of the troublesome laws. Upon the decision of the 
Comptroller will depend whether it is possible to make 
y 4 of the three battalion formation throughout the 
Army.

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COOKS FOR THE ARMY. 


In a conversation with Gen. Hagan, Comy. Gen. of 
Sub., we obtained the views of one who, of all men, is 
perhaps most qualified to speak, as to the best method 
ot remedying some of the acknowledged defects in the 
culinary arrangements of the new Army we are just 
now endeavoring to create. Gen. Eagan said: 

“What the Army needs is cooks. Men do not enlist 
to cook victuals, but to fight; and hence there are few 
cooks in the Army. The consequence is that the ra- 
tions are often badly cooked and ill prepared, so that IL 
don’t blame the men for grumbling sometimes. 

“Congress should authorize the enlistment of cooks. 
Then we would have no more trouble on this score. 
For twenty-five years I have recommended this kind of 
legislation, and I do hope that something will be done 
at once at-the Capitol of the Nation. 

“Cooks are the great need of the Army to-day, and 
if we had such a body of experts in the culinary art, the 
comfort of our soldiers would be very much improved 
indeed. The best interests of the service demand such 
a step, and as the Commissary General of Subsistence 
I would w immediate legislation of this kind.” 

Preparations for cooking are yet in the most hap- 
hazard and chaotic state, and it is this fact which give 
the quoted words of Gen. Eagan so much present signi- 
ficance and force. . : - 

We are glad to observe that this matter is receiving 
Congressional attention, and there is a possibility that 
some action will be taken, along the lines of reform 
suggested by the Commissary General. As usual, the 
debate on this topic brought out great diversity of views. 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, would leave the matter where 
it is, and let the soldiers learn to cook their own 
He said: “Why, Mr. Chairman, there are a 


rations. 
great many things soldiers have to learn to do for them- 
selves, and pre-eminently the very first thing they have 


to learn is to cook, and they must learn to do it them- 
selves and for themselves. I remember very well the 
experience of many years ago, when, in the early days 
of our organization, the cooking of the rations was one 
of the most troublesome questiéns we had to deal with, 
but it was not many months before the cooking of the 
soldiers in the field was almost the equal of that of any 
first class hotel. The American soldiers know how to 
learn to cook.” 

According to the same gentleman, one of the most 
important elements in a soldier’s training is to teach him 
not only to “know beans,” but how to prepare them. 
He says: “Cooking beans is the great important culin- 
ary feature of the soldier’s life, because more harm 
can be done with badly cooked beans than any other 
one thing I know of. I took pains to go among the 
camps of the regiment and see how they were gies 
along in that particular, and they had beans and pork 
cooked in a way that would do credit to the chef of a 
first class hotel.” 

Of course everybody knows what a deadly weapon, in 
the hands of an expert, an underdone or “overripe” pot 
of beans may become. Still, one would suppose that the 
gentleman from Ohio would not begrudge the few dol- 
lars necessary to protect the soldier from this over- 
powering ‘enemy in his midst.” 

Mr. Livingston thought the principal reform needed 
was to “stop grumbling.” Speaking of the complaints 
that come up from all over the country he observed: 
“The sooner we discourage rather than encourage them 
the better off will be the troops. They have got to 
learn to cook. It is not the province of Congress to fur- 
nish soldiers with ap oye cooks and bath tubs. 
That is understood by the men when they go into the 
service.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald, of Massachusetts, has been person- 
ally looking a little into the matter over at Camp Alger, 
and thus reports: “I was over to the camp last night 
and found that as to a great many companies the men 
who had been selected to cook did not know much 
about cooking. I thought that, if the Government could 
in some way employ, not French cooks, but eotneey 
cooks, who would go into the Army and perhaps wor 
for a little more than the ordinary soldier obtains, they 
would in a very short time instruct the men regularly 
employed for cooking purposes and give them such ideas 
as would be of great advantage and result in the sol- 
diers obtaining a proper supply of good food.” 

Continuing, Mr. Fitzgerald declared himself in favor 
of whatever action was necessary to secure the end in 
view, 

Mr. Johnson, of North Dakota, took, as it seems to us, 
a very sensible view of the matter. He said: “There 
is no appropriation for which I shall vote more cheer- 
fully than this. The chairman of the Committee on 
Appropriations need have no hesitancy about asking 
any appropriation, no matter how large, for the com- 
fort of these soldiers. Thus far we members of Con- 
gress have done our duty, and we have the > Oo 
of the people. I do not care what it costs. But I want 
the money honestly and promptly expended, so that the 
hest food, clothing, ammunition, and medical stores 
that money can buy shall as quickly as possible be served 
out to the Army. e have the means now to equip this 
Army as no Army has ever been equipped before in the 
history of the world. Medical science is at our com- 
mand. Improved methods of cannin fruits, meats, and 
vegetables are at our disposal as they never were be- 
fore.” 

Whatever be the final outcome, this discussion will 
do good. Some reform in our present haphazard sys- 
tem is inevitable. The fact that at a pinch American 
soldiers will finally learn to cook their own food does 
not do away with the disagreeable fact that a good 
many die or are disabled while learning. What we 
want is some practical plan by which al this needless 
waste of health and life can be avoided. 





AMMUNITION EXPENDED AT MANILA. 


Concerning the expenditure of ammunition by Adml. 
Dewey’s squadron in the battle of Manila reports show 
that at the end of the engagement less than half the 
ammunition in the magazines of the ships had been dis- 
charged, and Adm], Dewey’s command was in condition 
to participate in another battle after it had finished 
with the Spanish force in Manila Bay. 

The Baltimore, according to the report of her com- 
manding officer, expended only 73 8-inch shells, and 
the Boston only 48 of the same caliber, making an aver- 
age of 20 projectiles for each gun. A larger number 
of 6-inch shelis were fired, the Baltimore discharging 
175, the Boston 162, and the Raleigh 53. The Raleigh 
discharged 341 5-inch shells. 410 6-pounders were fired 
by the Baltimore, 220 by the Boston and 137 by the 
Raleigh. The Baltimore fired 169 3-pounders and the 
Boston 256, and the Baltimore discharged 692 1-pound- 
ers, the Boston 420, and the Raleigh 100. s 

Capt. N. M. Dyer, of the Baltimore, in his official re- 
port, describes a curious incident in connection with a 
shell from the enemy which came aboard his vessel. 

e says: “The Baltimore was struck five times with 


small projectiles, all of which, with one exception, ex- 
ploded or broke up. The most serious hit, happily at- 
tended with no serious injury to any officer or man, 
came from a 4.7-inch steel projectile, which entered the 
ship’s side forward of the starboard gway, about a 
foot above the line of the main deck. It passed through 
the hammock netting, downward through the deck 
planks and steel deck, bending and cracking deck beam 
in wardroom stateroom No. 5, then glanced upward 
through the after engine room, over against the after 
cylinder of No. 3 6-inch gun (port), carrying away lug 
and starting several shield bolts, and putting the gun 
out of commission, deflected to the starboard side strik- 
ing a ventilator ladder and dropping on deck. In its 
passage it struck a box of 3-pounder ammunition of the 
fourth division, exploding several charges, and wounded 
Lieut. Kellogg, Ensign Irwin and six men of the gun’s 
¢crew—none very seriously. This gun was got ready 
for use by the afternoon of May 2, Ensign N. B. Irwin 
devoting intelligent personal efforts to the accomplish- 
ment of the work.” :

SECOND EXPEDITION 1O MANILA, 


The second expedition to Manila, which sailed from 
San Francisco, Cal., June 15, in command of Brig. Gen. 
F. V. Greene, U. 8. V., will travel much more pleasantly 
than the first. A correspondent says: “The ships 
are far more comfortably fitted up than the ships which 
composed the first expedition. It looked as if those who 


had the work in hand had profited by the experience.” 
The China is the flagship of the fleet, and on her is Gen. 
Greene, with 1,200 men. The soldiers aboard are the 
1st as Colorado Regt., half a battalion of the 18th 
Inf., U. &. A., and a detachment of U. 8S. Engineers. 
There is a military hospital aboard, with a corps of four 
surgeons, three stewards and twenty-five privates, with 
about 4,600 pounds of medical supplies. The Red Cross 
also sent aboard twenty cases containing medicine, 
brandy, claret, canned peaches, etc., for the possible 
sick. The Colon has on board four companies of the 
23d U. 8S. Inf., two companies of the 18th U. 8S. Inf., and 
Battery A of the Utah Artillery. She carries less than 
600 soldiers. The Zealandia has the Pennsylvania regi- 
ment and Battery B, of the Utah Artillery, making 
about 860 men. The Senator has 1,004, making a total 
of 3,664 men, which will compose the second expedition. 

A telegram from San Francisco, June 18, announces 
that Maj. Gen. Merritt, U. S. A., has issued an order 
to Gen. Otis designating the troops that are to compose 
the third Philippine expedition, which will be commanded 
by Brig. Gen. King. The order names the troops as 
follows: The two battalions of the Idaho Volunteers, 
the 13th Minnesota Vol. Inf., two battalions of North 
Dakota Vols., the 7th California Vols.; the Wyoming 
battalion of Volunteers, the two batteries, G and L, of 
the 3d U. 8S. Art., commanded by Capt. B. J. Randolph 
and Capt. W. F. Birkhimer, respectively. These troops 
will be transported by the steamers Morgan City, City 
of Para, Ohio. Indiana and Valencia. 


THD ART OF WAR. 


Since the days of Xenophon and Caesar the art of war 
has had many able historians, critics and commentators. 
It is, however, a field whose changes are so kaleido- 
scopic that every contest brings up new questions, and 
the student of military affairs will find fresh contribu- 


tions to his store of knowledge in the narratives of al- 
most every campaign. This is well illustrated by “Reflec- 
tions on the Art of War,” by Brig. Gen. Reginald Clark 
Hart, V. C. C. B., commanding a district in India, and 
late Director of Military Education in India (William 
Clowes & Sons, Limited, London, 13 Charing Cross, 


8. W.) 

The first chapter on “The High Qualifications of Great 
Generals” is of especial interest. Not only the opinions 
of the author—authoritative and well considered—are 
given, but they are fortified hy quotations from many of 
the most celebrated Generals and military authorities 
the world has produced. 

Just before the battle of Borodino Napoleon is said to 
have uttered these words: “What is war? A barbarous 
trade in which the only art consists in being the strong- 
est at a given point!” The author concedes that this is 
common sense, yet wisely takes refuge in Clauzewitz’s 
saying, “Although everything in war is simple, what is 
simple is difficult.” 

A bare enumeration of the qualities considered essen- 
tial to great and successful leadership would fill half a 
column. Among those whose importance is universally 
conceded are physical and moral courage, mental power, 
physical strength, energy and vigor, resolution and deter- 
mination, never degenerating into obstinacy. absolute 
self-reliance, professional and general knowledge, capac- 
ity for work, a genius for taking pains, lively imagina- 
tion and the faculty of conceiving great and bold ideas; 
common sense, tact, judgment, enthusiasm and the 
power to inspire it in others; capacity to organize and 
administer, prudence combined with daring, great self- 
command, self-restraint and self-denial, presence of mind 
and coolness in the presence of danger or trouble; the 
power to keep silent: perseverance in the face of ob- 
stacles; cheerfulness, hope, fortitude, willingness to take 
a full share in dangers and asking no exemption from 
any labor or fatigue; a liberal mind and accessibility to 
even the humblest soldier and, through the nossession of 
these high qualities, ability to command in the most 
marked degree the respect, obedience and generally the 
affection of the Army he commands. 

This is certainly an exacting catalogue of military vir- 
tues, but it by no means exhausts the list, nor does it 
necessarily assume that the man who possesses them 
all will be uniformly successful in the infinite exigencies 
which actual warfare develops. 

“Speak to me,” said Turenne, “of a General who has 
made no mistakes in war and you speak of one who 
has seldom made war.” Not infrequently successful 
generalship is quite as much shown in the ability to 
ranidly rectify errors, as in originally avoiding mistakes. 

While conceding the utility of technical schools where 
the theory of military operations may be studied, our 
author believes with Napoleon that “War is only learned 
by going under fire.” Indeed, it is always by a rare 
combination of original gifts with acquired technical 
and practical knowledge that great Generals are made. 
Those who have attentively studied the careers of the 
most prominent and successful commanders that the 
world has seen will be the last to take exceptions to this 
view. Those who, like Napoleon and mwell and 
Clive, seem to be exceptions to it. on closer scrutiny, will 
be found rather to confirm than to contradict the rule. 

We know no recent volume that crowds into so small 
a space the accumulated military wisdom of the past, 
and the ambitious young officers of our Army and Navy 
will do well to read and heed the wise maxims and his- 
toric lessons that are found on every page—indeed, we 








can just now call to mind some older officers who will 
not be a bit harmed by reading it. Among the historic 
illustrations cited are those of Napoleon's omnes 
from careless eating at Borodino and Leipsic, and h 
loss of the battle of Waterloo because of the letha 
resulting from ill health. Napoleon himself . 
“Health is indispensable in war, and cannot be 

by anything.” Yet Caesar was a slender man, and of a 
delicate constitution, and subject to violent headaches 
and epileptic fits. Others bear striking testimony to the 
sin of ignorance on the part of officers and its cause, 


“An orant officer,” says Sir Charles Napier, “is 
a murderer. All have been confident in the know 
that he pretends to possess, and when the death trial 


comes, their generous tears fiow in vain.” “All those,” 
says Gen. Hart, “who will be remembered as successful 
Generals in the American Civil War, were graduates of 
the West Point Military College.” 





THE ARMY CORPS, OLD AND NBW. 
To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal.” 

The words “First Army Corps,” “Second Army 
Corps,” awake a thrill in the heart of many an old 
soldier of the Army of the Potomac, making him feel 
as if an old friend long mourned as dead and buried 
had been found alive again. Will these our sons wear 
our old badges, obey our old brigade bugle calls, fol- 
low our old flags, square, oblong and triangular? 

If there is to be any continuity of history and asso- 
ciation, the 5th Co will have the greatest share. The 
5th Corps of ’98, like the 5th Corps of '61, contains the 
largest compact mass of regular infantry in the field; 
like the Second Division of the old 5th, the new 5th con- 
tains only a few regiments of Volunteers. And it is 
curious that a number of the very same commands are 
in the new 5th that were in the old, though with prob- 
ably not a man in common." Even that is possible for 
some who now command brigades may have commanded 
regiments in the old Sth, although only Lieutenants 
then. In "62 there were only two field officers in the 
two brigades of Regulars, and they were the brigade 
commanders; all the regiments and battalions were com- 
manded by Captains, and sometimes by Lieutenants. 

We find the Ist, 2d, 4th, 6th, 7th U. 8S. Inf. in both 
rosters, the old 5th and the young 5th. The 12th and 
17th are in the junior organization, but were repre- 
sented in the senior corps by battalions of eight com- 

anies. The most exact coincidence is that of the lst 
nf., which is in "98 exactly where it was in '61-’64, 2d 
Brigade, 2d Division, 5th Army Corps. Wasn't Gen. 
(then Lieutenant) Hall there, too?

OFFICIAL DISPATCHES DURING THE WEEK. 

The following dispatch from Adm]. Dewey, U. 8. N., 
has been received by the Navy Department: 

“Oavite, June 12, via Hong Kong, June 17. 

“There Is little change in the situation since my telegram 
of June 8. Insurgents continue hostilities and have practi- 
cally surrounded Manila.

“Destroyed—Two protected cruisers, five unprotected 
cruisers; one transport, one serving vessel; both armed.

punished. ‘ 

The Navy Department on June 15 posted the following 
bulletin: “Adm], Sampson — that he has been rein- 
forced by several hundred Cubans, and that our forces 
at Guantanamo are in a very satisfactory condition. The 
‘town of Aserradero has been occupied by the troops 
under Gen. Rabi. The men under Gen. Garcia are co- 
operating with the American forces.” 

An official dispatch from Havana to the Madrid Goy- 
ernment on June 18 says that in the last attack made by 
the American warships upon the batteries at Santiago 
two guns were dismounted at Zocapa Castle and one at 
Morro. Eight men were killed and three artillery offi- 
cers wounded. 

The report also says that the Americans attempted to 
land at Cabrera Point, but were prevented by the Span- 
ish batteries and troops on shore. The Texas and 
another American warship bombarded the forts while 
the launches were making their way toward the shore, 
but the Spaniards sent volley after volley into the boats 
and caused them to turn back with heavy losses. 

On Wednesday evening, June 22, the Navy Depart- 
ment received the following dispatch from Rear Adml. 
Sampson. Playa del Este is about twenty miles west of 
Santiago. The cable had been signed by the Admiral: 

“Playa del Este, June 22, 6.50 p. m.—Landing army 
progressing favorably at Baiquiri. There was very 
tle, if_any, resistance.

OUR ARMY OF INVASION. 


The successful movement from our shores of an “army 
of invasion” is so unusual an incident in the history of 
this country that it deserves, and no doubt will every- 
where receive, careful and interested attention, We have 
been treated for something like two months to the pic- 
turesque, if not altogether satisfactory, narrative of the 
assembling of this rapidly improvised Army at Tampa. 

On Tuesday, June 7, it became known that a move- 
ment of the troops was at hand. The white-tented city 
that for weeks had spread over the glaring sand sud- 
denly became the scene of activity and greater confusion. 
The first thing to be done was to select what was not to 
be taken. The principal thing to be .eft behind was the 
new recruit and the untrained Volunteer. Then the 
larger tents were abandoned and the shelter tents only 
taken. Food was limited to fourteen days’ regular and 
ten days’ travel rations. Officers’ baggage was cut down 
from 250 to 80 pounds. The horses of the cavalry were 
generally left behind, and the “rough riders” of Col. 
Wood were dismounted and compelled to go to 
the front on foot. Not a few weak points were devel- 
oped at the last moment, and the chaos and confusion 
resulting was for a time only too manifest in every 
attempted move. A correspondent of the “Times,” de- 
scribing the trip to Tampa, says: “There is one railway 
and one wagon road between Tampa and Port Tampa. 
The distance is short—not more than nine miles—but 
they are nine miles of sand, and the wagons sink a foot 
anc more in the clogging white powder that has been 
ground beneath wheels and hoofs for weeks. The rail- 
way was soon blocked, despite the fact that only military 
trains were run. Only a few troops could be got 
through, although it had been estimated that at least 
2,500 could be carried to the port every hour, In this 
emergency the sund road was used by the soldiers and 
by the wagon and pack trains. It was soon blocked as 
tight as the railway, and the nine miles lengthened into 
as many lengues, Wagons broke down under their heavy 
loads in the deep sandbeds; jaded horses and worn-out 
peck-mules stumbled on and on and fell by the road- 
side, in the way of the toiling rear, and the port that 
seemed so near at sunset seemed as far away as the 
pole before midnight.” The same correspondent thus 
describes the actual loading of the troops: “This pert 
and barbor never before saw such a spectacle as it wit- 
nessed this morning. Every inch of available water 
front was occupied by the troopsk.ns, while a_ dozen 
more stood out in the bay, awaiting their turn to load or 
the order to depart. Some few had already completed 
their loading of provisions and ammunition, and soon 
took on their complement of troops and were moving out 
into the harbor, Others stood with hatches open to re- 
ceive the long train of pack mules and armed soldiers 
that poured in an endless stream down the dock. As 
each regiment filled the transport and swarmed over the 
ad decks the men on the other ships greeted them with 
shouts,” 

Finally order was brought out of all this confusion, 
the troops were safely on board and it was expected that 
the order to sail would come on the morning of Wednes- 
day, June 8th. Uncomfortable rumors of the proximity 
of a Spanish fleet appear to have disturbed the authori- 
ties at Washington, and so the departure was pestpaces. 

For a week the troops were kept on board awaiting 
sailing orders. The exact reasons for the delay are hard 
to discover. Presumably some deficiencies in supplies or 
equipments were discovered which it was thought best 
to make good before the final start was made. Finally, 
at noon, June 14, the fleet of transports sailed for Cuba. 
They formed a magnificent spectacle as they formed into 
two divisions down the bay some twenty-five miles from 





Port Tampa. These troopships carry the largest invaa- ° 


ing force that any nation has sent by sea since the time 
of the Crimean War, It numbered, all told, including 
the crews of the transports and convoys, more than 
20,000 men. The fleet consisted of 35 transports, 4 ten- 
ders and 14 convoys. The troops were distributed on 
the vessels as follows:

The first et Me ye of the fleet came from the British 
steamer Ethelwold, which had ae it off Cape Moysi, 
at the extreme eastern end of Cuba, and by 0 o’clock 
Monday morning the armored cruiser Brooklyn reported 
the smoke of several incoming steamers away to the 
southeast. Half an hour later a forest of masts crept 
slowly up to the southern coast of Cuba, the anxiously 
awaited troops were greeted with ringing cheers from 
the decks of the blockading warships, and the voyage of 
the long-awaited Army was over. 

The advance of the fleet was stopped about fifteen 
miles southeast of Santiago and escorted by the Glouce- 
ster. Gen. Shafter went forward on the Seguranca to 
confer with Admiral Sampson. The Genera] went on 
board the flagship, and soon both officers were trans- 
ferred to the Seguranca, and then proceeded to Aser- 
radero, a_ little over seventeen miles west of 
Santiago de Cuba, near which Gen. Garcia is en- 
camped with 3,000 Cuban troops. A conference of sev- 
eral hours was held with the Cuban General in regard 
to the best place and plans for landing the troops. 

The debarkation of our Army from the troopships at 
the little port of Baiquiri makes a picture which is cal- 
culated to stir the blood and fire the enthusiasm of the 
most smgnesive and phlegmatic. ‘sime and tide, sea 
and wind and weather seemed alike propitious. The 
dreaded storms which at this time of year 30 frequently 
vex the south Cuban coast have delayed their coming, 
ahd nothing seems to have been wanting to complete the 
perfect symmetry and significance of the event. The 
Army and Navy worked together in splendid harmony, 
and the news, thus far so uniform in all the splendid 
achievements of the war, “not a man harmed,” comes in 
to render the hazardous venture if possible a still more 
signal and glorious success. 

It is not a matter for wonder, as the big warships on 
Wednesday morning last, June 22, closed in on the shore 
and sent a few shells fiving over the water as signal 
guns to wake up the Spanish and announce the coming 
of our Army, that wild and repeated cheers rose from 
the transports and were echoed from ship to ship. The 
decks were crowded with impatient men, eager to take 
their full share in the great drama of history, to whose 
opening prologue they were now listening. 

Back of tne town of Baiquiri rises a steep rocky fast- 
ness, where the Spanish flag was defiantly floating, the 
previous night, a few shells from the New Urleans as 
the day was dawning gave the occunants a hint which 
did not need to be repeated, and soor smoke and flame 
from the doomed town indicated that the Spaniards had 
cogesies. leaving ruin behind them. 

little before 9 o’clock, June 22, the bombardment of 
the batteries at Juraqua was begun by the ships of Rear 
Adml. Sampson. This was simply a feint to cover the 
real point of attack, as this place is about half way be- 
tween Santiago and Baiquiri. Then the scene of action 
shifted back to the first point again. and the New Or- 
leans, Detroit, Wasp, Machias and Suwanee sent their 
fiery messengers hurtling over the hillsides. This pre- 
cautionary measure was no doubt justified on the ground 
of prudence. But, as events proved, the Spaniards had 
already retreated beyond the range of the guns. 

The unloading of troops, ammunition, supplies, field 
artillery, siege guns and mortars went on uninterrup- 
tedly and without accident, until by Thursday night, 
June 23, everything was safely on shore, and one of the 
most remarkable achievements of the war was complete. 

This portion of Cuba is quite mountainous and is_ the 
center of the eastern mining region. The roads to San- 
tiago are said to be fairly good, and with the help of the 
Corps of Engineers will no doubt soon be rendered pass- 
able for our Army, with its field guns, ammunition and 
supply trains. How much effective resistance to the 
movement of our troops the Spaniards will be able to 
make of course remains to seen. 

One of the most clever strategic movements of the 
Navy so far was the sending westward of a fleet of fif- 
teen colliers and supply ships made up to look as much 
like troopships as possible, which kept off shore just far 
enough to he seen by telescones. The line of battle was 
thus extended over more than twenty miles, and the 
Spaniards were completely deceived as to the actual 
landing places selected. 

The only casualties reported are those that occurred 
on the battleship Texas. One of the last shots fired 
from the battery at Socana, near Metamoras, struck the 
ship at a point on the side about three feet below the 
main deck line and ahont twenty feet ahaft the stern, 
It failed to explode until it struck a heavy iron stanchion 
in the center line of the berth deck. Standing around 
at quarters were a number of the crew. A first-class 
apprentice of Newport, F. R. Blakeley, was about two 
feet distant when the explosion occurred and was blown 
to atoms. The casualties reported are as follows: 

Killed, F. R. Blakelev, an aprrentice, first class, of 
Newport. Wounded, R. Russell, annrentice: W. J. 
Simonson, seaman: H. A. Gee, apnrentice: J. BE. Lively, 
landsman: G. F. Mullen. apprentice: A. Sooevist. sea- 
man. Russell is very seriously wounded. The others 
will all recover. 

Maj. Gen. N. A. Miles on June 21 directed Brig. Gen. 
Duffield and one regiment and one hattalion of another 
regiment of his command to proceed at once from Camp 
Alger to Newport News, thence on the Yale hy sen to re- 
inforee Gen. Shafter at Santingo de Cunha. The re- 
mainder of the brigade coes Inne 25 on the Harvard to 
the same destination. On arrival in Cuba this reinfore- 
ine expedition will. it is steted. he organized into a di- 
vision, with Gen. Guy V. Henry in command. It takes 
ohont four days from Newnort News to Cunha. Gen. 
Pnffield’s brigade consists of the 9th Massachusetts, the 
833d and 34th Michigan and the 3d Virginian. It is also 
contemplated to send Gen. Garretson’s brigade of 4.000 
men to reinforce Gen. Shafter as soon as the necessary 
transports can be furnished. 
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THE NEW SECOND LIEUTENANTS. 


The President has, in his appointment of Second Lieu- 
tenants, acted wisely in giving a large number of them 
to those who have gone creditably through the military 
courses at the various colleges of the country. In addi- 
tion to securing a body of young men who should make 
excellent officers, he has given an impetus to military 
education by his recognition of proficiency therein which 
will have great effect. Any one familiar with the mat- 
ter knows that. as a rule, the collegiate authorities have 
given it a half-hearted support, and it has been, as a 
rule, a perfunctory thing with the students. Now that 
it is seen that the Government considers these young 
men as an actual, and not theoretical, source of supply, a 
living interest will be taken in such subjects hereafter, 
and the study of war, both in its theory and practice, 
will have great effect. Any one familiar with the mat- 
the reward of resnits.

FIFTY-¥IFTH CONGRESS—SECOND SESSION. 


The Senate June 21 passed the bill to repeal so much 
of Section 10 of the Act approved April 22, 1898, enti- 
tled “An act to provide for temporarily increasing the 
military establishment of the United States in time of 
war, and for other purposes,” as provides that “officers 
appointed or assigned to the staff of commanders of 
Army corps, divisions and brigades shall serve only ip 
such capacity, and that when relieved from such staff 
service such appointments or assignments shall termi- 
nate,” and that assignments of the officers of the volup. 
teer staff shall be governed by the same rules and regp- 
lations as those of the Regular Army. 


The Senate Committee on Military Affairs reporteg 
a biil authorizing the enlistment of a competent cook 
for each company, battery and troop in the Regular and 
Volunteer Armies. ‘They are to receive the pay of cor- 
porais. 

‘Lhe Senate on June 20 passed the following bill: That 
any person who shall“wiifully or maliciously trespass 
upon, injure or destroy any of the works or property or 
materia! of any submarine mine, or torpedo, or fortifica. 
tion or harbor defence system owned or constructed or 
in process of construction by the United States, or shal] 
wilfully or maliciously interfere with the operation or 
use of any such submarine mine, torpedo, fortification 
or harbor-defence system shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor red roy on conviction in a district 
court of the United States for the district in which the 
offense is committed, by a fine of not less than $100 nor 
more than $5,000, or with imprisonment fur a term not 
exceeding five years, or with both, in the discretion of 
the court. 

Sec. 2. That when any offense is committed in any 

lace, jurisdiction over which has been retained by the 

nited States or ceded to it by a State, or which has 
been purchased with the consent of a State, or is occu- 
pied upon the written consent of the owner of the land, 
for the erection of a fort, magazine, arsenal, dockyard, 
or other needful building or structure, the punishment 
for which offense is not provided for by any law of the 
United States, the person committing such offense shall, 
upon conviction in a circuit or district court of the 
United States for the district in which the offense wit 
committed, be liable to and receive the same punishment 
as the laws of the State in which such place is situ- 
ated now provide for the like offense when committed 
within the jurisdiction of such State, and the said courts 
are hereby vested with jurisdiction for such purpose; 
and no supsequent repeal of any such State law shall 
affect any such prosecution. 

In the Senate, June 21, Mr. Foraker introduced a bill 
(S. 4797) providing for the organization of a volunteer 
division of colored immunes from the nation at large, to 
consist of not more than five regiments and not more 
than 6,360 colored men possessing immunity from dis- 
eases incident to tropical climates, the officers thereof to 
be appointed by the President, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. 

June 17 the Vice-President laid before the Senate a 
communication from the Secretary of War, transmitting 
a letter from the Quartermaster General of the Army, 
asking that the appropriation of $18,000 made for the 
purchase of land for a target range for the use of troops 
stationed at Jefferson Barracks, Mo., be continued for 
another year, which, with the accompanying paper, was 
referred to the Committee on Military Affairs and or- 
dered to be printed. 

June 20 Mr. Hull submitted the following: Resolved, 
That Thursday, the 23d instant, be set apart for the 
consideration of bills reported from the Committee on 
Military Affairs, and that only bills shall be considered 
which the committee, by a vote, have instructed the 
chairman to call up for consideration. 

June 21 Mr. Todd introduced a bill (H. R. 10774) pro- 
viding that from and after July 1, 1898, the pay of all 
enlisted men in both the military and naval forces of the 
United States whose total compensation, exclusive of 
allowance for clothing, is less than $20 per month, shall, 
during actual hostilities in the present war with Spain, 
receive such increased pay as shall make their total 
compensation, exclusive of the present allowance for 
clothing, $20 per month. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs Tuesday 
agreed on and favorably reported a joint resolution reviv- 
ing the grade of Lieutenant General in the Army. It 
authorizes the President, whenever he deems it expe- 
dient, to appoint a Lieutenant General, to be selected 
from those officers in the military service distinguished 
for courage, skill and ability, the limitation in the bill as 
to choice from officers “not below the grade of Major 
General” being stricken out by the Committee. The 
Committee disclaims any idea of having any single mili- 
tary commander in view, and assert the object is to per- 
mit the selection by the President to command the 
Armies of the United States of one who should have 
higher rank than any other officer as essential to effi- 
ciency of management. 

he Committee also favorably reported to the House 
the bill (H. R. 10683) giving the Adjutant General of the 
Army, a post now held by Gen. Corbin, the rank, pay 
and allowance of a Major General, U. S. A., and a joint 
resolution amending a former one and permitting Col. 
Anson Mills, 3d Cavalry, to exercise the functions of 
Boundary Commissioner over the Mexican line the same 
as if he was performing such duty under military orders. 

In the House, June 30, Mr. Lewis introduced two 
resolutions of inquiry, one calling upon the Secre- 


tary of War to give the House details in regard 
to all bids and contracts for transportation of 
troops, either by railroad or steamboat line; the 


other asking the Secretary of the Navy for the same 
character of information regarding bids and contracts 
for the purchase of vessels for the use of the Navy. 

A bill was introduced by Mr. Hull, Chairman of the 
Committee on Military Affairs, to carry into effect the 
recommendations of Comy. Gen. Eagan, providing for 
the increase of the efficiency of the department under his 
command. It provides “That during the existence of the 
present war and for one year thereafter, every Commis- 
sary of Subsistence, of whatever rank, ne assigned 
to the duty of purchasing and shipping of subsistence 
supplies at important depots shall have the rank of 
Colonel; that the two Commissaries of Subsistence who 
may be detailed as assistants to the Commissary General 
of Subsistence shall have the rank of Colonel, and that 
there be and are hereby added to the Subsistence De- 
partment eight Majors and twelve Captains, for the dis- 
charge of such subsistence duties as may be assigned to 
them by the Secretary of War. all as Volunteers.” 

A bill was introduced by Mr. Davenport to grant # 
pension of $100 a month to Mrs. Gridley, widow of Capt. 
Charles V. Gridley, who commanded the cruiser Olympia 
in the battle of Manila Bay, May 1. 

The bill (H. R. 10879) to promote the efficiency of the 
Revenue Cutter Service came up in the House June 21, 
and was passed over without prejudice to be conside 
another time. In asking for its consideration, on behalf 
of the Committee on Commerce. Mr. Bennett said: “The 
real object and purnose of it is to give a standing to en- 
listed men in the Revenue Cutter Service and place the 
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deserters ffom that service under the same law that gov- 
erns the men who enlisted in the Navy. It does not add 
one cent of appropriation for the Kevenue Cutter Serv- 


ice. 

The bill to pension the widow of Gen. August V. 
Kautz, late U. 8S. Army, was formally reported from the 
Committee of the Whole in the House June 47. 

In the House June 17 Mr, Underwood introduced a 
joint resolution “tendering the thanks of Congress to 
Asst. Naval Constr. Richmond Pearson Hobson and to 
the volunteer crew on the Merrimac for extraordinary 
heroism displayed by them in obstructing the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba on the 3d of June, 1898.” The Pres- 
ident is authorized to transfer Hobson from the Con- 
struction Corps to the line of the Navy with the rank of 
Lieutenant Commander, seventy-fifth on the list. 

A record-breaking session of the House was held on 
Friday night of last week. Seventy-two private pen- 
sion bills were passed and four others, which the Senate 
had changed, were sent to conference. Then, in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, sixty-two others were pa upon, 
sixty being reported favorably to the House. Among 
these was one increasing the nsion of Dr. Mary 
Walker from $8.50 to $20 a month. Two bills were laid 
on the table, making a total of 138 acted on in the two 
and a half hours of the session. 

Chairman Hull, of the Committee on Military Affairs, 
in a report upon House bill 10683, increasing the rank 
of the Adjutant General of the Army, says: “The Ad- 
jutant General of the Army is a ome requiring the 
highest order of military ability. e must be skiiled in 
all the branches of the service, being the immediate ad- 
viser of the Secretary of War, and in our country, which 
in times of war requires the organization and equipment 
of large levies of volunteers utterly unskilled as soldiers, 
his duties and responsibilities are such that your commit- 
tee feel that the rank of Major General is none too high. 
In Austria the rank of Adjutant General or Chief of 
Staff is Field Marshal; in Belgium, Major General; in 
England, Major General; in France, Major General; in 
Spain, Major General; in Germany, General; in Holland, 
Lieutenant or Major General; in Italy, General or Lieu- 
tenant General; in Japan, Marshal; in Russia, Field 
Marshal.” 

The probability is that the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary affairs will make a favorable report on the bills for 
the better organization of the Quartermaster’s and Sub- 
sistence Departments. 

Mr. Lewis has introduced a bill (H. R. 10778), providing 
that every soldier while in actual service of the United 
States during the war shall be exempt from suits of a 
civil nature ané from service of civil process. 

Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, has introduced a bill (H. R. 
10777) that during the next fiscal year, five cadets at 
large at the U. S. Naval Academy, to be in addition to 
the number heretofore authorized by law, said appoint- 
ments to be subject to the conditions and requirements 
of existing laws and regulations. 

The Senate on June 22 passed resolutions asking in- 
formatidn of the Secretary of the Navy as to whether 
Lieut. Hobson had been confined by the Spanish authori- 
ties under the fire of our fleet, and what efforts had been 
made to exchange him, and their results; also, a resolu- 
tion asking whether any of our Marines killed in battle 
had been mutilated. 

The Senate on the same day passed a joint resolution 
(S. R, 170) Sqthecieing the President to invite the Gov- 
ernments of England, France, Germany, Austria, Russia, 
Belgium, Switzerland, Mexico and Venezuela to send de- 
tails of troops to this country to participate in a jubilee 
tobe given in New York by the trustees of the Red Cross 
Society of New York City, beginning Dec. 20, 1898, and 
ending Jan. 7, 1899. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs made a 
favorable report Wednesday on H. R. 10686, adding the 
amendment that cheese be placed on the list of vow | 
rations. The amendment in question reads that eac 
soldier be given “one-quarter of a pound of full cream 
cheese tri-weekly and 2 ounces of canned corn tri- 
weekly.” This is a little improvement and will be wel- 
comed by the “boys in blue.” If all accounts be true 
that reach Washington, the Volunteers are in no danger 
of dyspepsia from delicacies. Hence, Capt. Hull’s Com- 
mittee is entitled to many thanks from the militant men 
now in the tented field.

THE NEW SECOND LIEUTENANTS, U. 8. A. 

The following have been selected for appointment as 2d 
Lieutenants in the United States Army, to fill vacancies cre- 
ated by the act of Congress adopting the three-battalion 
organization for the infantry arm of the service, and pro- 
viding for the addition of one 2d Lieutenant to all batteries 
when filled to war strength. The men appointed were se- 
lected with great care out of some 7,000 applicants, and 
this entailed a large amount of work on the War Depart- 
ment. The high standard of the young men selected can be 
judged from the fact that out of the 195 appointments, 89 
are known to be graduates, and 50 of these are honor 
men of their classes of colleges having military instructors. 


The college men represent sixty-seven institutions. Forty- 
eight of the men selected are from the Volunteer or Na- 
tional Guard service, and thirteen are enlisted in the Regu- 
lar Army.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 

In response to an inquiry from Pay Director L, G. 
Billings, U. S. N., Coast Signal Service, Navy Depart- 
ment Asst. Comptroller L. P. Mitchell decides that the 
Coast Signal Service is not within the jurisdiction of any 
naval station, and chief yeomen serving at the various 
headquarters as telegraphers cannot in any sense be re 
garded as attached to a naval station or to a Government 
vessel, and there is no authority for crediting them with 
the Navy ration. 

As the President fixes the pay of all enlisted men of 
the Navy, with few exceptions, any apparent hardship 
which may result from a disallowance of rations can be 
remedied by Executive action. 

In reply to a letter from Pay Inspr. Robert P. Lisle, 
U. S. N., the Comptroller decides that the following 
Naval Cadets assigned to duty on board the San Fran- 
cisco, viz., Huntington Johnston, R. F. Zangbaum, Jr., 
J. T. Burwell, William W. Galbraith, H. Osterhaus, W 
G. Mitchel, Ernest J. King, C. R. Train, RK. L. Berry 
and C, W. Fisher, Jr., are entitled to such rate of pay 
while doing duty on board the San Francisco as the Sec 
retary of the Navy may determine, not exceeding the 
amount specified in the Act of March 3, 1877 (19 Stat. 
390), which provides: “That cadet-midshipmen, during 
such period of their course of instruction as they shall 
be at sea in other than practice ships, shall each receive 
as annual pay not exceeding $950.” This act applies 
now to Naval Cadets. 

In reply to an inquiry from the Secretary of the Navy, 
the Comptroller decides that Sec. 6 of the Act of April 
26, 1898, increasing the pay of the enlisted men of the 
Army in time of war 20 per cent. applies also to the 
Marine Corps. He also decides: “That the increased 
20 per centum of pay of enlisted men over and above the 
rates as fixed by law, as provided in Section 6, should 
be computed upon the minimum grades of pay of enlisted 
men, This does not affect the ‘additional pay for length 
of service’ of enlisted men as now provided by law. It 
increases the minimum pay of all enlisted men in time 
of war 20 per centum, and places all of them, so far as 
said increase is concerned, upon an equality, which was 
the intention of Congress, as I construe said Section 6.” 

This decision is based upon an elaborate inquiry 
into the proper construction of existing law, from 
which the conclusion is drawn that Congress has 
so distinguished “pay proper of enlisted men” from 
“additional pay for length of service” as _ to 
amount to a legislative declaration that in the use of the 
words “pay proper of enlisted men” it does not mean 
“additional pay for length of service.”

Adjt. Gen. Stewart, of Pennsylvania, announces that 
in the present war with Spain, the State of Pennsylvania 
has furnished 10,860 officers and enlisted men. These 
troops were recruited largely from the National Guard 
of Pennsylvania, thus depleting the National Guard to an 
extent that renders it necessary to enlist other organiza- 
tions for the public defense and to meet the require- 
ments of the law. There shall be recruited nine regi- 
ments of infantry, three troops of cavalry and three bat- 
teries of artillery, to be divided equally among the Ist, 
2d and 3d brigades. The headquarters of the Ist bri- 
gade will be established at City Hall, Philadelphia, room 
540; of the 2d brigade, at Franklin, Pa., of the 3d bri- 
gade, at Lebanon, Pa. 








The auxiliary cruiser Yankee, Capt. Brownson, on 
Tune 13 chased a small Spanish gunboat off Cienfuegos.

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EFFECT OF MODERN SMALL-CALIBER BUL- 
LETS. 


Surg. Thomas H, Streets, U. S. N., medical officer 
attached to the hospital ship Solace, in an official report 
concerning the wounded and dead marines brought on 
poard his vessel at Guantanamo, said: “The wound 
made by the Mauser rifle. in the hands of the Spaniards, 
is an entirely different one from that made by the Lee. 
It was a very ugly opening, and it led some to suppose 
that the first dead had been mutilated.” : 

The wounds which have led to the mistaken opinion re- 
ferred to are precisely what might be expected from the 
known effects of the small-caliber modern bullet fired 
with a high velocity. 

We reproduce from the “Armv and Navy Journal” of 
November 19, 1895, two cuts illustrating the effect of the 
bullet of the Krag-Jorgensen rifle, as reported by Maj. 
Alfred C, Girard, Surg. U. 8S. A. The individual whose 
shattered skull has given us these illustrations was a 





military convict shot while attempting to escape. With- 
out reproducing the technical description of the wounds 
in this man’s head, which were fully described in the 
“Journal” of the above date, we may say that two bul- 
lets passed through the skull with small entrance open- 
ings and large shattered exit wounds. The so-called “‘ex- 
plosive effect” of the bullets was especially manifested 
in the brain tissue. The exceeding high velocity and 
enormous penetrating power of the missile is, indicated 
by the fact that one of the bullets, after passing through 
the man’s head, went completely through a tree eight 
inches in diameter and buried itself two feet in the 
ground, and when recovered showed but a slight indenta- 
tion, 

Reviewing the evident explosive effect which was nee 
duced, Surg. Girard says: “Theories, such as the effect 
of powder, gases, heating of the bullet, have generally 
been abandoned, In addition to this direct expansive 
effect on the bone of the skull, there is the hydrostatic 
result of rapid compression of the semi-fluid brain niass, 
confined in itr The molecules of liquids are readily dis- 
placed and a greater effect will be produced in them by 
a relatively smaller velocity, and with high velocity it 
is enormous, 

“It must be understood that the small caliber has not 
introduced the explosive effect, but owing to the higher 
velocity and consequently greater impact with a lesser 
diameter it has extended the zone of explosive effect, al- 
ways observed in large caliber nrojectiles, as long as they 
are moving under high velocity. 

“We may therefore give the following resumé of this 





case: A direct impact under the highest kind of velocity, 
without deformation of the bullet, small hole of en- 
trance and exit of the bone, with extended stellate and 
circumferential fracture of the skull, partly due to direct 
impaet, partly to lateral expansive motion, and partly to 
the hydrostatic effect of compression of the semi-fluid 
brain by the bullet, with disruption at the place of least 
sistance,” 

rhe first experiments made with the small caliber 
Krag-Jorgensen rifle were supposed to indicate that the 
new bullet, instead of shattering bone and tearing the 
sues, would produce a clean-cut wound. Surg. Girard, 
commenting on these erroneous conclusions, says: “The 
utin fallacy in these experiments was that they ‘were 
inide on dry bones, in which the cancellated tissue of 
the epiphysis readily gave way to the lateral effect, and 

us the explosive result did not occur. In all experi- 

ents on fresh bones and on bony cavities filled with a 
pulp resembling brain matter the explosive action was 
nN inifest.” 

Mr, Thompson, in his work on the Chitral campaign, 
hears testimony to the same fact. He says: “The net 
result of the observations made seems to be this: Ata 

ry short range of 200 or 300 yards the bullet has a 
sort of explosive action and inflicts a large and jagged 
wound, not merely splintering a bone when it comes into 
contact with it, but absolutely pulverizing it. At a 
medium range it makes a small clean wound, in one 
case boring a small hole clean through the bone without 
splintering it at all, and at a long range it again makes a 
had wound, the wound at the place of exit being much 
irger and more jagged than at the place of entrance.” 

In commenting on the bad marksmanship of the Span- 
itrds, a correspondent of the “Sun,” writing especially 
of the engagements of the Marines at Camp McCalla, 
siys: “Although short on food, the Spaniards seem 
long on ammunition. The prisoners captured on Tues- 
lay had great bags of Mauser cartridges in clips in addi- 

n to those in their belts. But wealth of ammunition 

esn’t make marksmen. Like the Cubans, the Span- 

ds are ignorant of the mechanism of the modern rifle. 
lhe sights on many of the weapons found on the hills 
rusted so that they cannot be moved and are in such 
sition as to indicate that the guns have never been 
levated above point-blank. In other words, the 
Spaniard doesn’t even know what the sight is for. He 
disregards all range. During Tuesday's fight it was 
noticed by the officers that the Spaniards, like the 
Cubans again, all shoot from the hip, disregarding all 
sights, and taking these two facts together, they have 


concluded that the Americans killed have been killed by 
stray bullets.” ; 

‘knis is fortunate for us, in view of the effect of the 
builets fired from the Spanish small arms. ‘Che same 
correspondent says: “Ihe Spaniards are not only using 
the Mauser, but also the old Kemington rifle, which car- 
ries a very large ball, the tip of which is copper-plated. 
It is a most vicious-looking missile, and is said to be 
poisonous, as the copper splinters and rubs off when a 
pone is struck. Cubans say a wound from one of these 
is sure death. The effect’of the Mauser at the range at 
which most of the men have been hit is simply horrible. 
‘he ferocious character of the wounds caused by these 
builets 18s responsible for the stories that the Spaniards 
were niutilating the dead. ‘This is not true. Olilicers 
who examined carefully two of the men who were sup- 
posed to have been mutilated are positive that all the 
vloody work was done by the bullets. , 

“One of the two scouts killed on the day the fighting 
began was shot through the head. The ball entered 
the back of the head, and, passing through, lit- 
erally tore out the whole front of the mans face, 
‘the walls of the skull were bulged out on the right side 
as though there had been an explosion inside. Still the 
hole where the bullet entered was very small, showing 
tuat it went in point first and then turned round ard 
round, tearing out everything. ‘he wound in the right 
arm of Private Burke was of the same character. ‘he 
bail entered his forearm and came out by the elbow. 
At the time he was shot he had on his blue coat. There 
is a smail hole in it of entrance and a great rent for the 
exit. Pieces of the bone of the arm were carried right 
out. Of course, the man lost his arm. Both of these 
shots were at comparatively close range, it is believed. 
Dr. Gibbs, who was killed goo! night, was not mu- 
tilated. ‘he bullet passed through his head, but had 
either lost or had not gained that terrible rotary motion. 
tie is thought, however, to have been shot at long range. 
None of the Marines, dead or wounded, has been exam- 
ined by the Americans, but the effect of the Lee-Met- 
ford rifle bullet, used by the Marines, is presumed to be 
the same as that of the Mauser.”

It is held that troops serv- 
ing within the limits of the United States at a time when 
there is no foreign army within said limits are not operating 
against an enemy, notwithstanding the existence of war con- 
ditions. For the purpose of restricting assignments to com- 
mand under this section to ‘“‘competent authority,’ ‘it is de- 
cided that such authority can be exercised only by the Sec- 
retary of War, or by the Commanding General of an army

The terms of par. 2, Cir. 5, H, Q. A. A. G. O., April 4, 
1806, are modified as follows: 

When gun carriages and guns are to be assembled or 
mounted in seacoast fortifications, they shall be subject to 
the inspection of an officer of the Ordnance Department 
both during process of erection and after its completion, in 
order to insure that all parts are correctly assembled and 
in proper working order. Such officer of the Ordnance De- 
partment shall, under instructions from the Chief of Ord- 
nance, take all measures necessary, including, if deemed de- 
sirable, the firing of the piece, to give assurance of the per- 
fect serviceability of the armament before it shall be turned 
over for use. 

When engineer or artillery officers are about to commence

Installed armament shali be subject at any time to the 
inspection of ordnance officers, to be designated by the 
Chief of Ordnance, to see that it is in efficient condition for 
use, and to place it in such condition If it shall not be so.

If the appeal of Adml, Lord Charles Beresford is acted 
upon Great Britain will spend on her Navy £35,000,000 
immediately in the construction of nine battleships of 
15,000 tons, twelve battleships of 10,000 tons, twelve 
armored cruisers of 12,000 tons, twelve armored cruisers 
of 7,000 tons, fifty torpedo boat destroyers and eight 
steam colliers. He also advocates the rearming of sev- 
enteen useful old ironclads. This programme, he says, 
ought to be completed in five years. 














At the recent Anglo-American banguet in London, 
England, the Bishop of Ripon, in speaking to the senti- 
ment, “Our Kin Beyond the Sea,” in the course of a 
most eloquent address, spoke of England and the United 
States not as of mother and child. The child showed 
that it was the true son of its mother, inasmuch as it 
would not be birched. We stood together not as mother 
and son, but as brothers. Both were “nations of shop- 
keepers”—and one nation spent £400,000,000 and another 
:20,000,000 to emancipate the slaves.

The Regulars and Volunteers at Willets Point don’t 
seem to agree very well, and it is reported that a Regu- 
lar soldier struck a Lieutenant of Volunteers who was 
conveying him to the guard house, This is a very serious 
offence, and we trust, in the interests of discipline, 
always so essential, but never more so than at present, 
that if found guilty a deterrent example, not to be over- 
looked, may be made. We note also a report of a row 
between the Regulars and Volunteers at Fort Monroe, 
Va. A heavy hand seems necessary in dealing with 
these matters. 
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Sixteen ex-Confederates have addressed a letter from 
Clarksville to Adml. Dewey, in which they recall the 
fact that they were witnesses to the blowing up of the 
U. 8. S. Mississippi, of which Lieut. George Dewey was 
executive, at Port Hudson, March 13, 1863. They say: 
“We watched that bright light for hours, as the ship 
followed the tortuous windings of its great namesake, 
saw the flash of the explosion, and felt the earth tremble 
under our feet as though hosts of imprisoned giants were 
making a last despairing effort to rend it in twain. We 
could not then foresee that there would come a day 
when we would rejoice over your escape from us and in 
your subsequent achievements as we do now. When 
it came to our knowledge that you were an officer on 
this unfortunate vessel, the whole scene was vividly re- 
called, and we felt that we knew better than anyone, ex- 
cept yourself, why you punished the Spaniards so se- 
verely at Manila. It was because you had been in ill- 
humor for more than thirty-five years over the loss of 
the Mississippi, and this was the first favorable oppor- 
tunity you had found for giving full vent to your wrath, 
and you did it with all the heat and force characteristic 
of an American officer discharging a grave duty. We 
venture to hope, should other battles fall to your lot, 
that other brilliant victories will be accorded you, and 
we know that in whatever seas your flag may float 
above the battle’s roar, if victory perch not upon it, 
honor will remain emblazoned there.”’ This letter, hav- 
ing been read to Forbes Bivouac, a subdivision of the 
United Confederate Veterans, numbering 170 members, 
at their regular monthly meeting on May 28, 1898, was 
adopted and indorsed as the voice and sentiment of the 
bivouac. 
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TOO MANY CALIBERS. 


It is highly probable that, as the war progresses, the 
military and naval forces will be united in many at- 
tacks, soldiers, both Regular and Volunteer, with sail- 
ors and marines. Some are armed with one gun, some 
with another, and these guns are of various powers and 
various calibers. We will not discuss the relative effi- 
ciency of the Lee .24cal., the Krag-Jorgensen .30-cal., 
nor the Springfield .45-cal. rifle, nor how they respect- 
ively compare as to range, precision and battle effect 
with the small arms of the Spaniards. It is declared by 
some that the Mauser has already demonstrated its 
superiority, but we doubt whether this claim rests on 
very good grounds. It has always been customary when 
things did not go right to attribute failures or partial 
successes to a deficiency in arms, as witness the times 
of the Indian wars of twenty years ago, when the red- 
skins were generally credited with possessing English 
express rifles and other phenomenal guns. 

We want the very best rifle obtainable, and the Regu- 
lar Army has been provided with the Krag-Jorgensen, 
which, after a long series of experiments, was decided to 
be such a gun. The Navy has been furnished with the 
Lee, which, in the opinion of the Board selecting it, is 
the best. And now comes the arming of the Volun- 
teers, Which must be accomplished by the use of the dis- 
carded Springfield. 

Any one of these guns is a serviceable weapon, capa- 
ble of efficient work in all the ordinary exigencies. 
Which is absolutely the best can only be determined by 
the test of war. It is in the unfortunate diversity of cali- 
bers that the radical danger lies. The ammunition of 
each gun differs and is useless for any other, and the 
Springfield and the present Army guns represent two 
systems, one the new and the other the old. 

\ssume a combat where Navy, Army and Volunteers 
are all engaged, and where the supply for the firing line 
has to come from one point of distribution; it is not 
an unreasonable supposition that in the confusion of the 
fight the ammunition for the Navy guns might be sent 
to the Regulars and that of the Revulars to the Volun- 
Such things have happened, and if they should 
happen the effect would be disastrous. 

We do not know how far the Army authorities have 
progressed in providing the Volunteers with-the Krag- 
Jorgensen; indeed, we do not know whether it is in- 
tended to furnish them. We have heard many officers 





teers, 


state, including one high in the Ordnance Department, 
that the Springfield rifle is sufficiently good to arm the 
Volunteers; in fact, is good enough for any one. If 


that is so, we fail to see why the Krag-Jorgensen was 
adopted at all. If there is no difference then it would 
be decidedly proper to take away all of the new guns 
from the Regular Army and equip it with the Spring- 
field, and thus bring, as far as the land forces go, the 
ammunition to a uniformity. If there is a difference it 
will be a very grave responsibility to assume to arm 
the great proportion of our troops with an inferior gun, 
to whieh they would invariably attribute any losses they 
wight undergo. They and their friends will naturally 
ask why, if the Springfield gun is not out of date, it 
Was rejeeted by the Army, and if it is out of date, why is 
it considered good enough for the Volunteers. Indeed, 
these questions are being asked, and those who fail 
to answer them satisfactorily will meet with the fate 
of those who could not solve the riddle of the Sphinx. 
We will assume that there is no material difference in 
the two practically. It becomes, then, a question of sup- 
ply, and it is decidedly easier for us to provide our 
whole Army with the Springfield than with the Krag. 


It is understood that the plant at the National Armory 
is capable of turning out 1,000 rifles a day. It would 
not take long to provide our Army with the necessary 
guns. The question of ammunition would be simplified. 
and all complications with regard to one body of troops 
being better armed than the other be avoided. 

The same reasoning applies to the armament of the 
Navy. The matter resolves itself down to the plain as- 
sertion that the small arms used by both services should 
be the same. We cannot see that any valid argument 
exists to the contrary. Unfortunately, as the powers 
that contro] these matters are not under one head, and 
not likely to coincide, it becomes a matter for the supe- 
rior of both to decide. The President should now ap- 
point a competent board of Army and Navy officers to 
settle the question as to which is the proper gun. Such 
a board should be admonished to do its work promptly, 
and all guns used in the Government service should be 
brought as speedily as possible to conform to the model 
determined upon. If such a board had acted long ago, 
as was suggested by the “Army and Navy Journal,” 
we should be now in a much better position. The 
Army and Navy at least would have possessed guns 
of uniform caliber and the resources of the establish- 
ments making their guns could have been directed to 
furnish guns of the same caliber to the Volunteer troops. 
There is a broad distinction between an ordinary breech- 
loader like the Springfield and a magazine gun of longer 
range like the Krag-Jorgensen or the Lee. The ques- 
tion of special systems is of less importance. Military 
opinion the world over has rejected the breech-loader 
for the magazine gun, and it is unwise to undertake 
to reverse that judgment, as we are doing in the matter 
of arming our Volunteers. Something may have to be 
conceded to present necessities, but nothing whatever 
should be yielded to professiona) pride of opinion or 
official inertia. There may be reason in the claim that 
the Government is compelled to use for the time what 
it can obtain most readily, but it will only make trouble 
for our ordnance officers if they undertake to maintain 
the position that what is not good enough for a Regular 
is good enough for a Volunteer.

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THE. SITUATION IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

No thoughtful and patriotic citizen can fail to be pro- 
foundly interested in the solution of the delicate and diffi- 
cult problems which the capture of the Philippine Isl- 
ands involves. Some of these problems are measurably 
new. Some of them us old as history, but must here 
be met under new and somewhat unusual conditions. 
Nothing as yet is absolutely settled, but public opinion 
seems to be rapidly crystallizing into the conviction that, 
having once obtained possession of the islands, it will 
be our manifest duty to keep them, at least for a while, 
and make whatever arrangements are necessary to insure 
order and stable government. 

It is not by any means certain that this problem will 
not measurably solve itself. The genius and spirit of 
the American people are largely embodied in the phrase, 
“home rule.” We believe in it, we recommend it to 
others, we practice it ourselves, 

This world belief, this universal confidence in the 
fundamental articles of our political creed is already 
bearing splendid fruit. There is something profoundly 
suggestive—touching even—in the way in which the brave 
and successful young st hiuppine leader places himself 
and his people under the protection of the American flag. 
He not only acts in perfect concert with Adml, Dewey, 
defers to him, accepts and acts upon his advice, but 
what is stranger still, holds back his infuriated and vic- 
torious legions in the very flush of victory, lest their ex- 
cesses should complicate the situation and give ground 
and color for foreign intervention. 

This, of course, has been from the first the great dan- 
ger. It would seem that it is diminishing, if it is not 
already a thing of the past. Aguinaldo, the leader of 
the insurgents, has informed ex-Consul Williams that 
the proposal to form a provisional government was made 
merely to secure cohesion, but that the iusurgents really 
desire that the islands should become an American 
colony. 

It is peculiarly fortunate both for the American people 
and for the inhabitants of these islands that the prob- 
lems involved in the establishment and maintenance of 
orderly government in the Philippines has been entrusted 
to a man with the record and capacity of Gen. Merritt. 
He is not only a trained soldier, but he is a man of af- 
fairs, familiar with large enterprises, thoroughly im- 
bued with the American spirit, self-reliant, fertile in 
resources, and not likely to be easily discouraged in 
the prosecution of his confessedly difficult task. When 
it is remembered that the inhabitants of this group of 
islands differ widely in race, customs, language, re- 
ligion; that more than thirty languages are spoken, 
representing as many distinct nationalities; that every 
grade of savagery, and almost civilization, save the high- 
est, is here represented, some of the difficulties of the 
situation may be seen. 

One thing at least should be insisted upon. Gen. Mer- 
ritt should enter upon his mission entirely untram- 
meled. Adm]. Dewey has shown us what an able man 
ean do when his hands are absolutely free. We trust 
that not even a thread, be it ever so silken, will stretch 
from Manila to the White House or the War Depart- 
ment. Give Gen. Merritt absolute freedom to do and to 
plan. Simply say to him “Whatever you need or ask 
for you shal] have. Take your own course. Be guided 
by your own judgment and count upon our and the coun- 
try’s cordial support.” 

Gen. Prince Kraft zu Hohenlohe-Ingelfingen, the great 





German military authority, in his “Letters on Strategy,” 
lays down, as one of the most important precepts in 
strategy, that whenever in history a great warlike suc- 
cess is recorded, the chief made his own decisions and 
framed his own plans. Can we not for once have com- 
mon sense enough to let the man of our choice have free 
and plenary power to settle this business in his own 
way as his own matured judgment may dictate? We at 
this distance cannot judge. It would certainly seem 
probable that under existing conditions a semi-inde- 
pendent Philippine republic, even under American pro- 
tection, would hardly be practicable. Stronger, and pos- 
sibly in some instances, even repressive measures, may 
be required. The one thing that the natives will want, 
and that the world can consistently require of us is the 
establishment of stable responsible government. Span- 
ish rule has been an oppressive, cruel, debt-burdened 
failure. We cannot do worse, and there is every prob- 
ability that the ingenious, practical calculating Amer- 
ican mind will do infinitely better.

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THB NAVY PERSONNEL BILL, 


The outlook for the early passage of the Navy Per- 
sonnel Bill is anything but encouraging, and this, too, 
in the face of the fact that Congress is more than kindly 
disposed to the Navy, from commodore to coxswain. If 
the Personnel Bill could talk it would probably say 
something like this: “Heaven deliver me from my 
friends!” 

This may seem a trifle harsh, but facts are stubborn 
things. With both houses more than willing to meet 
any reasonable request from the Navy, why, for ex- 
ample, are the line paid less to-day than any other arm 
of the service? Read what one of the most prominent 
officers of the Navy has to say on the subject: 

“We need some one to champion our cause who knows 
how to look after our interests. Look at the Chairman 
of the Sub-Committee on Naval Affairs in the House— 
Mr. Foss. He has been away from Congress for over a 
fortnight at a time looking after his private or political 
interests in Illinois, just when he was needed at Wash- 
ington, and this week he left the city to attend the New 
London regatta, 

“Why could not Mr, Foss stay here and press a con- 
sideration of the bill?” 

“Again, why should the bill be loaded down with a lot 
of debatable propositions at present? Why should it not 
contain merely provision for an increase in salary of 
Naval officers on a par with those of the Army? Adml. 
Sampson to-day only gets the pay of a Captain in the 
Army—indeed he does not get the pay of the Commodore 
under him, for he is what is called in Navy slang, ‘a 
jackass Admiral,’ ‘Laat is to say, he gets the pay of a 
Captain only, although appointed by the President as a 
Rear Admiral. 

“Take, again, the pay of an Admiral at sea, which is 
$6,000, no perquisites, and he is compelled to entertain 
certain foreign officials. A Major General, on the other 
hand, of the same relative rank, gets $7,500 a year. Do 
you see the injustice? In addition to this, the Army 
oflicial gets leave of absence and full pay, while the 
Navy man, when on ‘waiting orders,’ gets his salary 
cut down to $4,000—but little more than one-half the 
amount the Major General receives under the same cir- 
cumstances, 

“A British Admiral gets $6,000 a year in addition to 
his salary for table money—that is, for entertaining, 
while an American Admiral must pay this bill out of his 
own pocket, 

“If the gentlemen in the House who are champion- 
ing the Navy Personnel Bill would only be more prac- 
tical and less given to ideal propositions they could 
easily get a bill through both Houses of Congress rem- 
edying this state of things, and we would soon be paid 
salaries on a par with the Army and the Marine Corps. 

“We only ask for justice. We don’t even ask Con- 
gress to be generous, although they could well afford 
to be, for the Navy has done practically everything in 
the war thus far that has been done.” 

This statement corrects an omission in the comparison 
we gave last week of the pay of the officers of the two 
services, in which the pay of a Major General was not 
included. 
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An Army officer, speaking of the neglect to make use 
of retired officers of the Army, says: “What is the re- 
sult? The positions of the Army which could 
have been easily filled by soldiers of experience 
have been given to the inexperienced, and in numerous 
cases the notoriously incompetent. All the Regular 
troops have been taken from the Army posts out West 
and elsewhere, and one or two officers, who are chafing 
to be with their commands, have been left in charge with 
a corporal’s guard of men. All these places could have 
been and would have been gladly filled by retired Army 
officers had they been given the chance. They did not 
ask for rank; they simply offered themselves to Uncle 
Sam, to be placed where they might be of the most 
service.”

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FOR THE EYE OF OUR PRESIDENT. 


To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

To one who has the interest of the Regular Army very 
much at heart, it is a sorry, nay humiliating, sight to 
see the preference the War Department has given to the 
place hunters and politicians. No recognition to speak 
of has been given to what I consider the most deserving 
and long-suffering class of officers in the Army, i. e., the 


ranking Captains of infantry. They are men who are 
tried and true, who have shown their ability in the past 
and will prove it in the future, if the chance should ever 
be given them. They are the men, in my opinion, who 
should be given the positions of Adjutant General and 
Inspector General on the staffs of our newly appointed 
Major Generals and Brigadier Generals of Volunteers. 
Why should not some of the plums be given to these offi- 
cers, who served faithfully in the Civil War, have passed 
the greater part of their lives on the frontier, have gone 
through many a dangerous and inglorious Indian cam- 
paign and have been the victims of regimental promo- 
tion, the slowness of which only the sufferer can fully 
appreciate. 

Take, for instance, the case of Capt. Butler D. Price, 
4th U. S. Inf., a classmate of mine. Leaving Short’s 
Academy in Philadelphia, at the age of 16, he entered 
the Volunteer Army as a 2d Lieutenant 2d Pa. Cav. and 
was mustered into the service Dec. 8, j He served 
faithfully in the Army of the Potomac, until he was hon- 
orably mustered out as Captain, Jan. 6, 1865. Received 
a commission as 2d Lieutenant in the 4th U. S. Inf. May 
11, 1866. Through the injustice of regimental promotion, 
now happily done away with, he did not attain the rank 
of Captain until Sept. 17, 1886. Forty-seven Captains 
who were his junior ranked him, and, incredible as it 
may seem, a former enlisted man of his own company 
was among them. He is a fine officer and eminently 
fitted for the Adjutant General’s Department. He 
served with distinction as Regimental Adjutant for near- 
ly five years, and thoroughly understands the duties. 
Why not reward him (and many others like him) by giv- 
ing a commission as Major and Adjutant General on 
the staff of some of our newly appointed Brigadier Gen- 
erals of Volunteers? 

We do not understand the reasoning which leads to 
the conclusion that a transfer from the line to the staff 


in time of war is a “reward.’’—Editor.

NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 


In our Army of 25,000 men we probably discharge, on 
expiration of the three years’ term of service, about 
6,000 men per year, of whom, perhaps, 1,000 are non- 
commissioned officers. A large proportion of these sol- 
diers are very intelligent; all have received a thorough 
and complete military training. Of the non-commissioned 
officers many are eminently fitted as instructors and offi- 
cers of Volunteers. We commit a great fault, and one 
that will not fail to be serious in its consequences, in not 
developing this talent and making it available. Any non- 
commissioned officer or man who shows ability as a drill 
master should receive credit for it, and be given a parch- 
ment certificate to that effect, signed by his company 
commander, who should be required to state his 
the school 





relative proficiency as an instructor in 
of the soldier, school of the company, etc., march- 
ing, camping, cooking, target practice, guard duty, 


ete. ‘In order to give more non-commissioned ofli- 
cers, or men, experience and confidence in drilling, 
reeruits, as far as possible, should be drilled in their 
own companies, and non-commissioned officers rotate as 
instructors. In the non-commissioned officer’s record in 
the description book should be noted, at the time, any 
tours of duty as drill instructor, with the proficiency 
attained. In ease any non-commissioned officer is be- 
lieved on discharge to be competent to act as a subal- 
tern officer of Volunteers, he should be given a practical 
and theoretical examination by a Board of Officers, who 
should sign a further certificate to that effect. These 
certificates should be registered at Washington, where 
the man’s address should be preserved.—From “The Offi- 
cering and Arming of Volunteers,” by Capt. James Par- 
ker, U. S. A., in “North American Review” for June.

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NORFOLK NAVY YARD. 
June 11, 1898. 

Up to date the Buffalo, late Nictheroy of the Brazilian 
service, has been in the hands of the fumigators, the 
quarantine authorities being busily at work cleaning out 
trazilian germs galore, not to mention the removal of 
tons of dirt—good old Latin South American dirt. 
The vessel is sadly in need of new boilers, and I under- 
stand that while these are being placed in situ, an ar- 
mored belt is also to be girded about her vitals, 24% 
inches thick. It promises to take a month for this, even 
taking into consideration the rapidity of the Newport 
News Shipbuilding Company. 

The Newark is alongside the wharf, near the entrance, 
ready to go in a day or two, : . 

Speaking of the Norfolk Navy Yard, reminds me of 
a sale not long since. Every one knows the area of this 
Yard is greater than any, save the Mare Island Yard 
on the Pacific coast. Well, a man here who is known 
as a deserter from the army of the Confederacy, has 
just beat the Government out of $150,000 by selling a 
swamp of a few acres as an increase in the already 
satiated area of the Yard. : . 

Father Chidwick, the chaplain of the ill-fated Maine, 
is here, and is very popular, I met him going the 
rounds of sick calls, ever willing and ready to administer 
to those bedridden and forgotten by the masses—a noble 
but unostentatious man. 








One of the Washington papers reports that Army of- 
ficers are criticising the War Department for not fol- 
lowing the policy pursued by the Navy Depertment in 
supplying the service of retired officers. The difficulty 
is with the law. It permits the employment of retired 
officers of the Navy on active duty, but positively pro- 
hibits the use of officers on the retired list by the Army, 
except on duty at the Soldiers’ Home, as college pro- 
fessors and as employees in executive departments. No 
retired officer of the Army can, under the law as it 
stands, be assigned to military duty. This is certainly 
unfortunate, for there is a large body of experienced 
men on the Army retired list which might be and should 
be made use of. Congress has been asked to change 
the law, and there is a bill before it for that purpose, 
but it has not yet become a law. This fact of egal 
prohibition possibly explains the complaints made that 
applications for duty on the part of retired officers, ad- 
dressed to the War Department, have gone unheeded. 
The first thing to do is to change the present illiberal 
law.

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ST. AUGUSTINE, FLA. 
June 20, 1898. 
The earthworks constructed on Anastasia Island under 
the direction of Lieut. Col. Benyuard, E. C., U. 8. A., 
have been turned over to Capt. S. W. Miller, of the 5th 


Inf., commanding St. Francis Barracks, and to-day 
Lieut. F. E. Bamford, with twenty men, are encamped 
on the coast, and will have daily drills in the use of 
the guns. 

1st Lieut. and Mrs. J. W. Heavey, of the 5th, paid a 
flying visit to friends in the city yesterday on his re- 
turn journey from Tampa, where he had taken recruits. 
Mrs. Heavey accompanied him, this having been her 
home previous to her marriage. 

It was very welcome news indeed that reached the 
company of the 5th a few days ago, that the regiment 
that had done such noble service heretofore, would be 
consolidated’ and sent out with the next expedition, pre- 
sumably to Porto Rico. The glory of commanding a one 
company post in nowise compensates Capt. Miller for 
the loss of field service in time of war. 

Although no troops are stationed here, our city is af- 
forded daily opportunity to see bodies of Volunteers and 
contribute in a small way to their comfort, as a low 
excursion rate between here and Jacksonville has been 
made, and parties from there spend the day here, many 
of the Westerners seeing the ocean for the first time 
and hugely enjoying a dip into the breakers. On Sun- 
day last the party numbered 800 at least. Many were 
permitted to inspect the Ponce de Leon, and visited all 
points of interest. Judging from the men coming here 
Uncle Sam has every reason to be as proud of his Vol- 
unteers as he has of the trained Regulars. 

The Seminole Club of Jacksonville gave a very ele- 
gant reception to the commissioned oflicers of the 7th 
Army Corps last week that was a brilliant affair. Na- 
turally Gen. Lee was the lion, and he should have been 
content with the worship showered upon him. 

William W. Harts, who was seriously wounded by the 
explosion of a torpedo plug in the mine room at the 
mouth of the St. Johns, is now in St. Luke’s Hospital, 
Jacksonville, and is holding his own, although improve- 
ment is slow. His father and mother are now with him. 

Lieut. R. P. Johnston, E. C., who has been on duty at 
Key West in connection with the construction of the 
earthworks there, will take charge of the work of min- 
ing the mouth of the harbor at Tampa that Lieut. Harts 
had in hand at the time of the accident. The work at 
the mouth of the St. Johns was about completed and in 
au highly satisfactory manner, not the slightest accident 
occurring up to that time. 





TO REORGANIZE THE ENGINEERS. 

Tre House Committre on Militu:y Affairs June 14 or- 
dered a favorable report upon the bill to reorganize the 
Engineer Corps of the Army. In a letter from Gen. 
Wilson, Chief of Engineers, urging the passage of the 
bill, he says: ““The present number of officers in the Corps 
of Engineers is 109, exclusive of additional 2d Lieuten- 
ants attached to the corps. ‘his bill provides for a 
gradual addition of eighteen officers, or an increase of 
about one-sixth of the present number in each grade, as 
follows: One Colonel, two Lieutenant Colonels, four 
Majors, five Captains, four lst Lieutenants and two 2d 
Lieutenants. The necessity for this increase appears 
from the following considerations: The present organiza- 
tion was established by the act of July 28, 1866. Since 
that time the duties of the corps have been enormously 
increased. An examination of the last statement of the 
duties of the officers of the Corps of Engineers will show 
nearly all officers in charge of works have so many du- 
ties that efficient management is only secured by most 
incessant labor, and personal supervision is not, in many 
cases, possible, though personal responsibility remains. 
The present war will necessitate doubling the already too 
extensive duties of a number of officers in order to pro- 
vide necessary details for field service. As indicative of 
the great increase of the duties of the Corps of En- 
gineers without any increase in its members, it will be 
noted that the annual appropriations expended under the 
direction of officers of the Corps of Engineers between 
1864 and 1879 averaged about four and one-quarter mil- 
lions; from 1880 to 1889, about nine and three-quarter 
millions, and between 1890 and 1897 this average had 
increased to about twenty millions. The number of sep- 
arate works provided for in 1880 was about thirty-four, 
which number had increased in 1896 to over five hun- 
dred. The annual report of the Chief of Engineers in 
1870 covered 630 pages, which in 1880 had increased to 
2,556, in 1890 to 3,718 and in 1897 to 4,225 pages. Thus, 
while the space required to record the work of the Corps 
of Engineers has increased seven-fold, the number of 
officers has remained the same. This has necessitated 
an immense increase in the area of and amount of work 
in the individual districts and in their number, and the 
assignment to the charge of many of such districts of 
oflicers most competent on account of experience and pro- 
fessional training, but with rank far below that which 
is commensurate with great engineering and finacial re- 
sponsibility connected with the positions occupied.”

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., June 20, 1898. 

The arrival of the Commission on Dry Docks, Rear 
Adml. Ramsay, Constructing Engr. Asserson and Naval 
Constr, Linnard, here, revive hope in this section that 
Round Bay may be selected as the site of one of the 
new dry docks proposed by the Government. There is 
an impression that Congress wants the Naval Cadets to 
have the advantages of seeing ships in course of repair 
and in all the methods of docking big vessels. The ad- 
vantages of Round Bay have been brought to the atten- 
tion of Congress by the City Council of Annapolis, reso- 
lutions of the Maryland Legislature, and by the action 
of the Governor of Maryland. 

Capt. John Mullan, late of the U. S. Army, during the 
visit of the Commission here, explained the suitability 
of Round Bay as the location of the dry dock. It has 
deep water, is easy of access from the sea, is near the 
cities of Baltimore and Washington, and lies under the 
very nose of the Naval Academy, and would be within a 
half hour’s steam of the Naval Cadets, and would be of 
especial advantage to the Cadets in the new course in 
naval construction, of which Naval Constr. Hobson is 
the gallant head. While it is not known what their 
recommendations will be, it is said at least one of the 
Boards that recently visited Round Bay was not favor- 
ably impressed with that locality as affording a proper 
locality for a Government dry dock. One of the objec- 
tions urged is the lack of water. Capt. John Mullan, of 
Annapolis, says there is plenty of water for the pur- 
pose. He also points out that Round Bay has superior 
advantages over other places that have been visited. 
Some naval officers are said to be opposed to the Round 
Bay site because of the proximity to the Naval Academy. 
“Tt would be a great disadvantage to the Naval Acad- 
emy,” says an oflicer “to locate a dry dock at Round 
Bay, and if such a selection should be made you may 
not be surprised to hear of another effort being made to 
remove the Naval Academy from Annapolis.” 

Adml. Ramsay seems to be favorably impressed with 
the adaptability of Drum Point as a site for a dry dock. 
Drum Point lies about thirty miles below Annapolis. It 
has a magnificent harbor. 

The Marine Barracks’ large, fine building is one of the 
houses to be pulled down at the Naval Academy. The 
Guard, when it returns from the war, will be quar- 
tered on the U. 8. S. Santee, until its new quarters are 
built, unless, as seems probable, the barracks are com- 
pleted before they return. One of the lonely ones at the 
Naval Academy now is faithful old Spot, the Marine 
Corps’ pet. The corps has departed for the field, and 
Spot does not know what to make of the absence of his 
friends, the Guards. He visits the vacant spots that 
once knew the sentries, and pays his daily visit to the 
central office, where once the Sergeant of the Guard 
and the sentinel met. He then posts guard himself by 
returning to the vacant marine barracks, and thus keeps 
up his lonely vigils and utters a canine sigh for the 
brave fellows who may never return. 

Lieut. W. S. Benson, of the Naval Academy, has been 
orcered to Norfolk on a court martial for the trial of 
Asst. Surg. Daniel M. Morgan, on charges of negligence 
in the performance of duty and disrespectful conduct 
toward his superior officer. Capt. Silas W. Terry is 
president of the court martial. 

Mrs. Caswell, wife of Pay Dir. Caswell, is seriously 
ill at his residence in the Naval Academy. 

Naval Academy musicians were required to turn in 
their instruments and uniforms on the 16th, the daily 
concerts by the band being suspended for the summer. 
Prof. Zimmerman, the leader, will take a part of his 
orchestra to Deer Park for the summer. Others will 
furnish music for various Virginia springs. 

Mr. E. Berkely Iglehart, son of the late Mr. W. T. 
Iglehart, of this city, formerly Paymaster’s Clerk to 
Paymaster Arms, of the Detroit, has been appointed As- 
sistant Paymaster in the Navy. Mr. Wm. T. Atwell, of 
Annapolis, has been promoted to Paymaster’s Clerk in 
the Navy. 
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By the act of May 4, 1898, making appropriations for 
the Naval service for the fiscal year 1899, provision was 
made for the appointment of additional officers in the 
Navy, as follows: “And whenever, within the next twelve 
months, an exigency may exist, which, in the judgment 
of the President, renders their services necessary, he is 
hereby authorized to appoint from civil life and com- 
mission such officers of the line and staff, not above the 
rank or relative rank of Commander, and warrant of- 
ficers, including warrant machinists, and such officers of 
the Marine Corps not above the rank of Captain, to be 
appointed from the non-commissioned officers of the 
corps and from civil life, as may be requisite. * * * 
And providing further, that such officers so appointed 
shall be assigned to duty with rank and pay of the grades 
established by existing law.” 

May 26, 1898, Congress passed an act invalidating tem- 
porary appointments made in anticipation of this act. In 
response to an inquiry the Comptroller decides that Act- 
ing Lieut. Frank 8S. Anderson, U. 8S. N., appointed 
May 3, 1898, is entitled to the benefit of this last act, 
though there was no authority for his appointment at 
the time he was commissioned. Prior to his appoint- 
ment Mr. Anderson was an officer in the Naval Militia 
of New York. The same decision applies to Lieut. J. 
W. Bostwick, U. 8S. N.

A TRIBUTE TO HOBSON. 


The Navy Department has received the following re- 
port from Rear Adml. Sampson, concerning the gal- 
lantry of Lieut, Hobson, U. 8. N., and party in sinking 
the collier Merrimac in the channel at the entrance to 
Santiago: 

To the Secretary of the Navy: 


United States Flagship New York, 
Off Santiago, June 3, 1898. 

Sir—Permit me to call your special attention to Asst. Naval 
Constr. Hobson, As stated In a special telegram, before 
coming here I decided to make the harbor entrance secure 
against the possibility of egress by Spanish ships by ob- 
structing the narrow part of the entrance by sinking a 
collier at that point. Upon calling upon Mr. Hobson for 
his professional opinion as to a sure method of sinking the 
ship, he manifested the most lively interest in the problem. 
After several days’ consideration he presented a solution 
which he considered would insure the immediate sinking 
of the ship when she reached the desired point in the chan- 
nel. This plan we prepared for execution when we reached 
Santiago. The plan cuenpnee a crew of only seven 
men, and Mr. Hobson begged that it might be entrusted to 
him. The anchor chains were arranged on deck for both 
the anchors, forward and aft, the plan including the anchor- 
ing of the —p almost automatically. 

As soon as I reached Santiago and had the collier to 
work upon, the details were completed and diligently prose- 
cuted, ay complete them in one day, as the moon and 
tide served st the first night after our arrival. Notwith- 
standing every effort, the hour of four o'clock In the morning 
arrived, and the preparation was scarcely completed. After 
a careful inspection of the final preparations I was forced 
to relinquish the plan for that morning, as dawn was break- 
ing. Mr. Hobson begged to try it at all hazards. 

This morning proved more prepeteue, as a prompt start 
could be made. Nothing could have been more gallantly 
executed. We waited impatiently after the firing by’ the 
Spanish had ceased. When they did not reappear from the 
harbor at six o'clock I feared that they had all perished. A 
steam launch which had been sent In charge of Naval Cadet 
Powell to rescue the men appeared at this time, coming out 
under a persistent fire of the batteries, but brought none of 
the crew. A careful Inspection of the harbor from this ship 
— that the vessel Merrimac had been sunk in the 
cbannel, . 

This afternoon the chief of staff of Admiral Cervera came 
out under a flag of truce with a letter from the Admiral ex- 
tolling the bravery of the crew In an unusual manner. 

I cannot myself too earnestly express my appreciation of 
the conduct of Mr. Hobson and his gallant crew. I venture 
to say that a more brave and daring thing has not been done 
since Cushing blew up the Albemarle. 

Referring to the Inspiring letter which you addressed to 
the officers at the beginning of the war, I am sure you will 
offer a suitable reward to Mr. Hobson and his companions. 

I must add that Comdr. J. M. Miller relinquished his com- 
mand with very great reluctance, believing he should re- 
tain his command under all circumstances. He was, how- 
ever, finally convinced that the attempt of another person 
to carry out the multitude of details which had been in 
preparation by Mr. Hobson might endanger their proper ex- 
ecution., I therefore took the liberty to relieve him for this 
reason only. There were hundreds of volunteers who were 
anxious to participate. There were 150 from the Towa. 
nearly as many from this ship, and large numbers from all 
the other ships, officers and men alike.

SECOND CALL FOR VOuLUNTEDRS. 


Adjt. Gen, Corbin, U. 8S. A., has announced the nunm- 
ber of additional regiments, battalions, companies or 
batteries required from each State to fill the quota of 


the second call for 75,000 volunteers, The organizations 


required from each State will be in addition to the 
number of men now being enlisted to fill to the maxi- 
mum of 106 men the companies of regiments now at 
the front. 

Forty-three thousand men will be needed to reeruit 
existing regiments to the maximum. ‘The remaining 
32,000 men will be organized into 22 regiments of in- 
fantry, six regiments and three companies of infantry 
in unattached organizations, 14 light batteries and three 
heavy batteries. The apportionment among the States 
and Territories is as follows: 

One regiment of infantry each from California, Con- 
necticut, Georgia, Illinois, Kentucky, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, New Jersey, 
Tennessee, Texas, West Virginia, Arizonia, New Mex- 
ico and Indian Territory, Two battalions of infantry 
each from Alabama, Kansas, South Carolina and Vir- 
ginia. One battalion of infantry each from Maryland 
and Washington. The apportionment of the other 
States is as follows: Colorado, one light battery artil- 
lery; Lilinois, two regiments infantry; Indiana, one regi- 
ment infantry and two companies infantry; lowa, two 
light batteries; Louisiana, three light batteries artillery; 
Maine, three heavy batteries; Mississippi, six companies 
infantry; New York, three regiments and three light bat- 
teries; North Carolina, seven companies infantry; Ohio, 
one regiment and nine companies infantry; Oregon, two 
light batteries artillery; ennsylvania, eighteen com- 
a infantry; Rhode Island, two batteries light artil- 
ery; Utah, one light battery; Wisconsin, one regiment 
infantry and one light battery; Nevada, three companies 
infantry. 

Wyoming, Idaho, Arkansas, Florida, New Hampshire, 
Delaware, Montana, North Dakota, South Dakota, Ver- 
mont and the District of Columbia having, undet the 
first call furnished in excess of their quota, will only be 
required to fill the organizations now in service,

WILLETS POINT. 


Regimental parade was held for the first time here by 
the 13th Battalion and Co. G of the 22d at 7:20 p. m., 
June 14, before a large and critical audience, consisting 
of the soldiers of the 7th Art. and Engr.

The Gas Engine and Power Company and Charles L. 
Seabury & Co., consolidated, contractors for the torpedo 
boat Catcher No. 21, to be called the Bailey, have col- 
lected the material for the boat and are about to begin 
the laying of the keel. The stocks are in place and the 
boilers for the boat are nearing completion. The com- 
pany say that they have ample time to finish the Bailey 
within the contract period, and that she will be at the 
front of her class when finished. The same company 
have about completed ten small boats for the Revenue 
cutters Algonquin and Onondaga, now under construc- 
tion at Cleveland, O. These boats will be delivered 
May 1. The Geodetie and Coast Survey are having 
nine boats built at the yards of this company, which are 
also nearing completion; the largest of the boats is put 
together with screw bolts, so that it may be “knocked 
down” for shipment. They are for use on the Klondike 
and coast of Alaska.
